To  the  Honorable,  the  Select  and  Common  Councils  : 

Gentlemen  : — In  accordance  with  the  City  Ordi- 
nance I  herewith  submit  a  statement  of  the  receipts  and 
expenditures  of  the  City  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  December 
31,  1867.  I  also  submit  statements  of  the  settlements  made 
with  the  various  City  Officers,  and  a  financial  statement  of  the 
condition  of  the  City  at  the  date  above  mentioned. 

The  'aggregate  receipts  into  the  City  Treasury,  from  all 
sources,  have  been  $248,028  09 ;  of  this  sum  there  was  real- 
ized from  the  sale  of  city  bonds  $15,915,  and  from  notes  dis- 
counted $44,271  56,  leaving  the  net  revenues  derived  from  the 
ordinary  sources  of  income  $187,841  53. 

The  aggregate  expenditures  paid,  and  payable,  from  the 
Treasury  have  been  $284,018  27 ;  to  this  is  to  be  added 
$13,000  of  city  bonds  issued  in  payment  of  the  "  Fire  Alarm 
Telegraph,"  which  will  swell  the  amount  to  the  sum  of 
$297,018  27.  Thus  increasing  our  debt  in  one  year  consid- 
erably over  one  hundred  thousand  dollars. 

This  large  increase  has  been  mainly  for  extending  the  water 
pipes  to  the  lately  annexed  district  of  Manchester;  for  the 
permanent  improvement  of  the  Wharf,  and  for  the  erection 
of  the  "  Fire  Alarm  Telegraph  " — measures  that  were  deemed 
indispensable  to  the  welfare  of  the  City.  From  the  two  first 
named  it  is  presumed  that  the  city  will  in  time  derive  a  hand- 
some revenue. 
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By  the  arrangement  made  between  the  city  and  the  late 
borough  of  Manchester,  the  city  was  to  assume  the  borough 
indebtedness  upon  the  latter  being  annexed.  "We  have  thus 
far  paid  of  their  liabilities  the  sum  of  $9,357  96,  (the  items  of 
which  will  be  found  in  the  contingent  fund  account)  leaving 
yet  to  pay,  $11,000 ;  one  thousand  ot  which  falls  due  in  May 
next,  and  the  balance  maturing  in  July,  1874. 

I  desire  to  call  your  attention  to  the  necessity  (as  it  seems  to 
me)  of  creating  a  sinking  fund  for  the  redemption  of  the  city 
bonds  as  they  may  fall  due. 

I  also  respectfully  suggest  that  some  better  means  be  de- 
vised for  the  collection  of  personal  taxes.  The  loss  to  the  city 
this  year  from  this  source  will  be  $3,400.  The  school  and 
poor  taxes  will  swell  the  sum  to  more  than  double  this 
amount.  While  there  are  many  cases  where  it  would  be  cruel 
to  enforce  collection,  there  are  others  where  there  is  the 
ability  to  pay,  and  the  disposition,  if  the  parties  were  called 
upon ;  but  the  five  per  cent,  discount  allowed  for  prompt  pay- 
ment is  not  sufficient  inducement  for  them  to  call  at  the 
Treasurer's  Office,  when  the  tax  is  only  one  or  two  dollars, 
and  by  the  time  the  duplicates  of  delinquents  are  made  out 
and  placed  in  the  collectors'  hands  (generally  November  or 
December,)  they  may  have  changed  their  place  of  residence. 

There  is  one  other  source  of  revenue,  the  manner  of  col- 
lecting which,  I  think,  might  be  changed  to  advantage.  I  al- 
lude to  the  Vehicle  License.  I  am  of  the  opinion  that,  if  it 
was  regularly  assessed  by  either  the  City  or  Water  Assessor, 
so  many  vehicles  would  not  escape  paying  license  as  do  under 
the  present  arrangement.

Jb  tf/te  Honorable  the  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City  of 
Allegheny : 

Gentlemen — Your  Committee  on  Streets,  in 
making  their  final  statement  to  Councils,  would  respectfully 
report  that  the  total  amount  expended  in  keeping  the  streets 
in  proper  condition  the  past  year  has  been  $16,454,22,  as 
follows : 

Cleaning  and  Repairing  Streets,  &c., $10,240  18 

Lumber, 162  90 

Tools, 178  TO 

Street  Crossings, 350  IT 

Iron  Culverts, 4,922  27 


The  past  year  thirty-three  (33)  streets  and  alleys  have  been 
graded  and  paved,  two  (2)  streets  repaved,  ten  streets  and 
alleys  graded  and  one  sidewalk  graded  and  paved,  the  united 
length  of  which  is  six  and  four-tenths  (6.4)  miles. 

The  aggregate  length  of  streets  graded  and  not  paved  is 
one  and  nine-tenth  (1.9)  miles;  of  streets  repaved,  595  feet;  of 
sidewalk  graded  and  paved  290  feet,  and  of  streets  newly 
graded  and  paved,  four  and  thirty-four  hundreths  (4.34)  miles. 
The  combined  length  of  streets  now  graded  and  paved  within 
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the  city  (twenty-seven  miles  having  been  completed  at  date  of 
last  annual  report)  is  therefore  thirty  one  and  thirty  four 
hundreths  (31.34)  miles.

past  year  was $165,885  83

Of  this  sum  there  has  been  collected  $122,259  68,  leaving  a 
balance  yet  due  of  $81,401  02. 

Of  the  balance  due  January  1st,  1867,  $22,519  87,  the  sum 
of  $20,399  99  has  been  collected. 

Balance  due  $2,119  88. 

Total  collections  past  year  $142,659  67.  It  may  be  well 
enough  to  state  here  that  these  collections  were  all  made  by 
the  Street  Commissioners. 

The  entire  cost  of  all  the  streets  -and  alleys  now  graded  and 
paved  within  the  city  has  been  $628,289  35,  of  which  the  sum 
of  $544,768  45  has  been  collected,  leaving  a  balance  yet  due 
of  $83,520  90. 

Of  this  balance  there  has  been  placed  in  hands  of  Solicitors 
for  collection,  by  legal  process,  about  $22,000  00. 

For  more  minute  details  concerning  costs  of  streets,  collec- 
tions, length  of  streets,  names  of  contractors,  &c,  we  would 
refer  you  to  the  accompanying  tabular  statements,  prepared  by 
the  Street  Commissioners  and  the  accompanying  tabular  and 
detailed  statement  prepared  by  the  City  Engineer. 

The  initiatory  steps  have  been  taken  the  past  year  for  the 
opening  and  widening  of  the  following  streets,  viz  : 

Bidwell  Street,  Washington  Street,  Page  Street,  Locust 
Street,  Evan  Alley,  Union  Street,  Morton  Alley,  Pitt  Alley, 
Green  Alley,  Buena  Vista  Street,  Davis  Alley  and  Allegheny 
Avenue.  Full  particulars  concerning  the  opening  of  these 
streets  may  be  learned  upon  reference  to  the  report  of  the  City 
Solicitor.

The  grades  of  a  number  of  streets  have  during  the  year, 
after  being  established  by  Councils,  been  changed  at  the  urgent 
solicitation  and  through  the  persistent  efforts  of  a  few  owners 
of  property  thereon,  for  what  they  considered  the  advantage 
of  their  property — this  too  in  some  instances,  after  the  gradiug 
had  been  partly  done  at  the  original  grade,  and  even  when  the 
paving  had  been  commenced.  In  consequence  of  which  all 
property  on  such  streets  was  compelled  to  pay  an  additional 
tax  to  again  do  the  same  work  at  the  new  grade. 

The  object  of  Councils  in  making  these  changes  was  doubt- 
less to  accommodate  the  grade  to  all  the  property  on  the  street, 
and  at  the  same  time  secure  a  practicable  grade,  but  it  has 
most  signally  failed  of  accomplishment.  In  most,  if  not  all 
the  cases  to  which  we  have  reference,  the  change  made  would 
leave  other  parties  as  badly  situated  as  were  the  first  com- 
plainants, and  other  changes  were  necessitated  which,  if  not 
made  gave  rise  to  great  dissatisfaction  and  complaint — visited 
freely  upon  your  committee.  We  deprecate  the  whole  busi- 
ness of  changing  grades.  It  is  impossible  to  accommodate  all 
parties  interested,  especially  where  houses  have  been  erected 
previously  to  the  establishing  of  the  grade,  and  an  attempt  to 
do  so  will  involve  those  engaged  in  an  infinity  of  useless  annoy- 
ance. 

The  officer  whose  duty  it  is  to  determine  what  are  the  best 
and  most  practicable  grades  is  disinterested  and  is  competent 
to  discharge  that  duty,  and  we  think  that  such  grades  as  he 
recommends  should  be  adopted  unless  it  can  be  shown  belore 
its  adoption  that  some  serious  injury  will  be  sustained  when 
it  might  be  avoided  without  detriment  to  the  grade  of  the 
street.  We  do  not  wish  while  saying  this  to  be  understood  as 
denying  the  right  of  the  people  to  have  whatever  grades  they 
may  desire,  but  what  we  do  affirm  is  that  such  grades  as  may 
be  proposed  by  the  Engineer,  is  most  likely  to  meet  the  wants 
and  wishes  of  the  great  body  of  the  people,  and  that  :s  the 
grade  that  should  be  adopted. 

This  has  been  the  case  as  regards  the  streets  alluded  to 
above,  where  the  grades  established  have  not  only  suit.:!  a 
majority  of  the  property  owners  but  very  often  parties  com- 
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plaining  would  be  more  advantaged  than  injured  by  the  origi- 
nal grade. 

We  trust  no  more  efiorts  of  the  kind  before  mentioned  will 
be  made,  for  if  so  we  will  have  streets  scarce  suited  to  the 
purposes  of  travel  by  reason  of  the  hill  and  valley  character 
of  the  grades. 

The  reports  of  the  Commissioners  making  the  assessments 
for  the  cost  of  constructing  the  Belmont  and  "West  Common 
Sewers  (completed  last  year,  as  stated  in  the  last  annual  report 
of  the  Committee  on  Streets)  were  approved  and  confirmed  by 
Councils  on  the  14th  day  of  February,  1867. 

The  total  cost  of  the  Belmont  Street  Sewer  was  $10,214  48 
"  "  West  Common,     "  21,984  14 

After  confirmation  of  the  assessments  they  were  placed  in 
the  hands  of  the  Treasurer  who  collected  on  the  Belmont  St. 
Sewer,  the  sum  of  $7,307  96,  and  turned  over  to  Solicitor  for 
collection,  according  to  the  requirements  of  the  law,  the  sum 
of  $2,053  92,  and  to  the  Sheriff  $849  07;  an  error  in  the  as- 
sessment of  $3  53,  completing  the  total  amount. 

On  the  West  Common  Sewer  the  Treasurer  collected 
$20,931  55  ;  turned  over  to  Solicitor  $7,038  85,  error  in  assess- 
ment, $13  74. 

The  sewer  in  the  canal  commenced  last  year,  has  also  been 
completed,  the  cost  of  the  same  being  $45,913  38. 

The  Commissioners  appointed  to  assess  the  cost  on  property 
benefited  have  completed  that  work,  presented  their  report  to 
Councils,  whefe  action  thereon  is  yet  pending. 

For  further  and  fuller  details  in  regard  to  sewers,  we  would 
respectfully  refer  you  to  the  report  of  the  City  Engiueer  ac- 
companying this  report. 

We  improve  this  occasion  to  commend  our  Street  Commis- 
sioners for  their  faithful  and  able  performance  of  their  duty. 
Both  are  men  well  qualified  for  the  positions  they  respectively 
fill.  Mr.  Megraw  has  shown  that  he  fully  merited  the  com- 
pliment bestowed  upon  him  by  our  immediate  predecessors  in 
their  annual  report.  Possessed  of  good  practical  ideas  he  has 
exerted  them  to  the  best  interests  of  the  city,  and  though  in 
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the  performance  of  his  duty  he  may  have  been  brought  into 
conflict  with  those  with  whom  he  has  had.  dealings,  yet  his 
high-toned  integrity  of  character  and  honesty  of  purpose  could 
not  but  command  their  esteem.  In  short  he  merits  and  meets 
the  approval  of  the  citizens,  and  in  speaking  our  approval  of 
him  we  simply  echo  theirs. 

His 
long  career  as  Street  Commissioner  of  the  Borough  of  Man- 
chester, wherein  he  is  universally  known  and  esteemed,  speaks 
for  itself.  "We  do  not  think  a  more  suitable  man  could  be 
had  for  the  position,  and  in  view  of  his  fitness  and  the  labor 
required  of  him  we  think  his  salary  of  $600  per  annum  is  far 
from  being  sufficiently  liberal,  and  we  therefore  offer  the  fol- 
lowing : 

Resolved — That  the  Controller  be,  and  he  is  hereby  authorized 
to  certify  a  warrant  on  the  Treasurer  in  favor  of  Mr.  Isaac  Stewart, 
for  the  sum  of  Two  Hundred  Dollars  as  additional  compensation  for 
services  as  Assistant  Street  Commissioner.  All  of  which  is  respect- 
fully submitted.

Gentlemen — In  pursuance  of  cus- 
tom, I  have  the  honor  herewith  to  present  a  report  of  opera- 
tions during  the  past  year  in  Grading,  Paving  and  Sewer  im- 
provements. 

The  amount  of  work  done  and  money  expended  on  Street 
Grading  and  Paving  has  been  far  in  excess  of  that  of  any  for- 
mer year,  as  the  accompanying  table  (on  page  35)  will  show. 

By  reference  to  table  it  will  be  seen  that  since  January  1st, 
1867,  four  and  five-tenth  miles  have  been  graded  and  paved. 
In  addition  to  this,  one  and  nine- tenth  miles  have  been  graded, 
with  a  view  to  paving  the  ensuing  year. 

The  cost  of  grading  and  paving,  as  shown  by  the  table,  has 
been  $170,131.00,  at  a  cost  per  mile  of  $37,807. 

The  one  and  nine-tenths  miles  graded  but  not  paved  cost  $33,- 
529.10  or  $17,046  per  mile,  making  the  total  outlay  for  grad- 
ing and  paving  during  the  year,  $203,660.70,  against  $67,- 
531.89  for  last  year. 

The  principal  items  that  go  to  make  up  this  total  are  as 
follows : 

37,609  Cubic  yards  Grading, 
70,932  Square  Yards  Stone  Paving, 
29,482        "         "      Brick      " 
34,458  Lineal  Feet  of  Curb. 

The  prices  will  be  found  by  leference  to  table. 
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In  comparing  the  cost  per  mile  of  work  done  during  this 
and  previous  years,  it  must  be  borne  in  mind  that  at  the  time 
of  the  letting  of  the  contracts  for  the  work  done  this  year 
prices  had  not  began  to  decline  from  the  inflation  caused  by 
the  war ;  and  j^t  is  confidently  expected  that  the  needed  im- 
provements of  the  ensuing  year  can  be  executed  at  prices  va- 
rying at  least  20  per  cent,  below  those  given  in  the  table. 

SEWERS. 

During  the  past  year  there  have  been  constructed  3,035  feet, 
lineal,  of  Sewers,  at  a  cost  of  $45,913.38;  being  an  average 
cost  of  $12.52  per  lineal  foot.  These  Seweis  are  all  built  of 
brick  and  circular  in  shape,  and  vary  in  their  diameters  from 
30  to420  inches. 

The  accompanying  tabular  statement  (on  page  36)  will  show 
the  existing  Sewers  of  the  city,  with  the  date  of  their  con- 
struction, material,  and  cost  per  lineal  foot,  &c. 

It  will,  then,  be  perceived  that  the  total  expenditures  of  the 
city,  for  Streets  and  SeAvers,  for  the  year  1867,  has  been 
$249,574.08,  without  taking  into  account  the  money  paid  or 
awarded  as  damages  for  opening  of  streets,  which,  as  it  does 
not  come  strictly  within  your  province,  I  will  reserve  for  my 
report  to  Councils.

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SUPPLEMENTAL  REPORT  OF  CITY  ENGINEER! 


To  the  Honorable  the  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City  of 
Allegheny: 

Gentlemen — Tour  attention  is  respectfully 
directed  to  the  report  furnished  the  Committee  on  Streets  in 
reference  to  the  operations  of  this  department  during  the 
year  in  connection  with  the  Grading  and  Paving  of  Streets 
and  the  construction  of  Sewers ;  supplemental  to  which,  I 
would  report  that  during  the  year,  that  portion  of  wharf  be- 
tween Goodrich  street  and  Gray's  alley,  684  feet  in  length,  has 
been  improved  by  filling  out  from  street  to  low  water  line,  a 
distance  of  140  feet,  with  earth,  with  a  covering  of  one  foot  of 
furnace  slag  and  gravel. 

The  quantities  and  cost  of  this  work  are  as  follows  : 

27,586  Cubic  Yards  Earth,  at  70  cents $19,310  20 

1,053      "  "      Gravel,  at  75  cents 789  75

This  improvement  is  executed  in  a  very  satisfactory  man- 
ner, as  far  as  the  contract  extended,  but  from  its  unprotected 
condition  at  its  western  end  is  liable  to  damage  by  back-water 
and  ice,  and  its  early  extension  to  a  connection  with  the  abut- 
ment of  Hand  Street  Bridge  is  especially  desirable. 

STREET    EXTENSION. 

The  following  plans  of  surveys  for  street  openings  have 
been  made  and  put  on  tile  during  the  year  . 

No.  ],  Widening  of  Washington  street  from  Pasture  lane 
to  Sedgwick  street. 
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No.  2.   Opening  of  Locust  street  from  Fulton  to  Beaver 
street. 

No.  3.   Opening  of  Union  street  from  North  avenue  to  city 
line. 

No.  4.   Opening  of  Page  street  from  Beaver  street  to  point 
midway  between  Chartier  and  Manhattan. 
No.  5.    Opening  of  Morton  alley. 
No.  6.    Widening  of  Pitt  alley. 
No.  7.  "  «   Evans  alley. 

SEWERS. 

=  The  Sewerage  construction,  so  far,  has '  not  been  such  as  to 
give  general  satisfaction,  or  as  to  confer  benefits  commensu- 
rate with  their  costs.  This  may  be  accounted  for  from  the 
fact  of  their  being  built  by  piece  meal  and  without  any  refer- 
ence to  a  general  plan  of  drainage,  or  to  one  contemplating 
their  service  for  carrying  off  house  sewerage,  and  also  to  their 
having  invariably  been  constructed  of  a  calibre  much  greater 
than  modern  experience  has  proved  to  be  necessary.  To  cor- 
rect, as  far  as  possible,  the  existing  defects  and  to  devise  plans 
for  the  more  effectual  drainage  of  the  city,  are  matters  that 
are  now  being  considered,  and  which  I  hope  soon  to  be  able 
to  report. 

It  will  be  seen  by  the  tables  alluded  to  above  that  the  total 
outlay  for  the  year,  on  Sewer,  Street  and  Wharf  improve- 
ments, has  been  $274,251.11,  without  reference  to  the  expense 
attending  the  opening  and  widening  of  streets,  which,  owing 
to  the  fact  that  the  awards  are  still  open  to  the  action  of  Coun- 
cils, cannot  now  be  accurately  reported. 

EOT    REGULATION'S. 

Since  May  7th,  1867,  surveys  of  private  plots  have  been 
made,  yielding  a  revenue  to  the  city  of  $552.00. 

GRADES    AND    SURVEYS. 

On  entering  upon  my  duties,  in  May  last,  I  found  the  greater 
portion  of  the  above  mentioned  work  in  various  stages  of  pro- 
gress, which  it  was  necessary  should  be  carried  forward  in 
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such  manner  as  not  to  retard  the  contractors,  and  that  too  in 
the  face  of  the  evident  necessity,  in  some  places,  of  changing 
grades  when  improvements  had  been  made  to  conform  to 
these  grades.  In  this  matter,  though  not  as  successful  as  I 
could  have  wished,  I  have  reason  to  believe  where  the  changes 
have  been  made  have  resulted  in  such  evident  improve- 
ment as  to  establish  beyond  doubt  the  necessity  for  uging 
them. 

Considerable  time  and  labor  were  devoted  to  maturing  a 
plan  of  revised  grades  for  the  unimproved  (but  rapidly  im- 
proving) portion  of  the  city  west  of  Sedgwick  street,  but  the 
measure  met  with  such  decided  opposition  from  the  residents 
there  that  it  was  finally  abandoned.  It  is  to  be  regretted  that 
the  persons  most  interested  could  not  have  been  brought  to 
view  it  more  favorably,  as  that  section,  provided  with  broad 
and  continuous  avenues  and  a  natural  surface  favorable  to  im- 
provements, needed  only  a  natural  arrangement  of  grades  to 
make  it  the  most  desirable  section  for  private  residences. 

The  city,  by  the  portions  recently  acquired,  added  a  large 
area  of  which  there  were  very  imperfect  surveys,  and  the  data 
that  could  be  reached  was  too  meagre  and  unreliable  to  be 
used  with  any  confidence  in  the  establishment  of  street  lines 
and  grades  and  the  regulation  of  lots.  This  of  course  en- 
tailed a  large  amount  of  extra  labor  and  necessitated  the  em- 
ployment of  a  larger  force  than  had  been  previously  assigned 
for  such  duties.  The  time  not  consumed  in  the  current  work 
of  the  office — making  property  and  assessment  bills  for  street 
improvements,  furnishing  lines  and  levels  to  contractors,  and 
regulating  lots — has  been  devoted  to  obtaining  data  and  mak- 
ing sectional  maps  of  the  city,  to  the  end  that  the  office  may 
be  in  possession,  in  a  practical  form,  of  all  information  needed 
in  the  proper  discharge  of  its  functions. 

In  concluding  the  report  allow  me  to  offer  some  suggestions 
connected  with  city  improvements. 

There  is  a  great  need  of  a  co-operative  system  of  improve- 
ment for  the  city.  The  "Water  Works,  Sewerage,  Street 
Paving,  and  all  public  works,  should  be  under  the  supervision 
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of  one  board  or  commission.  The  work  is  becoming  too  la- 
borious for  the  various  committees  to  give  it  the  study  and  at- 
tention its  importance  requires,  and  to  secure  the  promptness 
and  dispatch  in  execution  so  necessary  where  the  traffic  and 
business  of  the  city  is  interfered  with.  Besides  it  cannot  rea- 
sonably be  expected  of  these  committees,  in  addition  to  their 
legislative  duties,  that  they  should  give  gratuitous  services  in 
executive  duties,  in  making  tours  of  inspection  and  superin- 
tending works  in  all  parts  of  town. 

The  City  has  already  attained  a  population  of  over  60,000 
inhabitants,  with  every  indication  of  a  more  accelerated  rate 
of  increase  for  the  future  than  it  has  yet  experienced.  Very 
little  as  yet  has  been  attempted  in  the  way  of  permanent  im- 
provement, or  looking  to  its  future  wants  and  requirements. 

A  supply  of  water  is  provided,  but  no  adequate  way  of  car- 
rying it  off  after  it  is  used. 

The  different  street  improvements  now  being  made  are  con- 
stantly interfering  wiih  one  another — water  and  gas'  pipes 
with  sewers,  and  sewers  with  water  and  gas  pipes,  and  all  of 
these  with  street  paving.  It  is  reasonable  to  suppose  that 
these  operations  could  be  conducted  under  one  management, 
at  a  much  less  cost,  with  less  annoyonce  to  the  business  inter- 
ests, and  at  a  great  gain  in  the  permanency  and  durability  of 
the  works  themselves.  In  the  present  arrangement,  the  dif- 
ferent improvements  being  under  charge  of  seperate  and  in- 
dependent committees,  each  committee  discharges  its  particu- 
lar duty  without  reference  to  the  way  in  which  it  would  affect 
the  operations  ot  the  other. 

The  time  has  evidently  arrived  when  a  well  denned  and 
comprehensive  system  of  improvement  for  the  city  should  be 
entered  upon  to  secure  confidence  in  its  continued  prosperity, 
to  stimulate  enterprise,  and  to  attract  capital  to  the  place. 

I  would  suggest  that  the  duties  and  powers  of  the  City  En- 
gineer be  more  accurately  defined,  and  a  more  perfect  organi- 
zation of  the  office  effected.  The  expense  of  maintaining  the 
office  at  present  comes  directly  off  the  city.  It  should  be  so 
modified  that  the  different  improvements  should  contribute  to 
its  maintenance.    For  instance  :    In  street  grading  and  paving 
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the  engineering  expenses  are  as  much  an  item  of  cost  as  any 
other  portion  of  the  work,  and  should  be  chargeable  to  that 
work. 

It  might  be  well  enough  to  consider,  while  on  the  subject  of 
organization,  whether  some  system  could  not  be  devised  for 
the  registry  of  property  in  the  city  for  assessment  purposes 
that  would  give  more  accurate  information  and  be  more 
economically  operated  than  the  present  mode. 

The  need  of  some  improvement  is  evident.  It  is  well  known 
that  we  do  not  reach  the  full  valuation  ;  that  there  is  consid- 
erable property  escapes  taxation  altogether,  and  there  are  nu- 
merous cases  in  which  it  is  next  to  impossible  to  reach  it  on 
account  of  the  meagre  information  concerning  it.  The  pro- 
posed Sewerage  and  Common  Improvement  Tax,  by  the  super- 
ficial foot,  will  require  a  record  giving  accurate  descriptions  of 
property  and  note  of  all  transfers  and  sub-divisions  of  the 
same  as  they  occur.  Descriptive  plots  of  this  year  will  not 
answer  for  the  next,  on  account  of  the  continual  transfer  and 
change  of  property.  Accurate  descriptions  cannot  be  ob- 
tained without  access  to  the  deeds,  and  this  is  not  easily  ob- 
tained from  the  parties  themselves  when  they  have  any  sus- 
picion that  the  object  is  for  taxation.  The  system  adopted  in 
Philadelphia  is  a  very  efficient  one,  and  is  worth  examination. 

'Your  attention  is  again  requested  to  street  gutters.  They 
shonld  be  constructed  of  Hag  stone  or  some  material  giving  a 
smooth  surface,  so  as  to  provide  for  the  free  flow  of  surface 
water,  and  the  washing  out  of  all  foreign  matter  entering 
them.  The  cobble  stones  make  places  of  lodgment  for  the 
filth  and  more  solid  matters  which  in  summer  become  a  great 
nuisance. 

The  inclination  of  sidewalks  should  not  be  made  so  great. 
They  do  not  require  it  for  clearance  of  water,  and  in  winter 
they  make  a  treacherous  walk,  and  frequently  a  dangerous 
one. 

The  coal  vault  openings  should  be  nearer  the  curb  line,  so 
as  to  prevent  the  blockade  of  sidewalks  in  unloading  coal. 

The  occasional  overflow  of  that  portion  of  the  city,  lying 
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between  Lacock  Street  and  the  River,  suggests  the  inquiry, 
whether  something  could  not  be  done  to  guard  against  tho 
continuance  of  the  evil,  by  adopting  a  system  of  grades  for  it 
higher  than  the  present,  and  requiring  future  improvements 
to  conform  to  them,  with  a  view  to  filling  up  the  area  above 
the  flood  level.

To  the  Honorable  the  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City  of 

Allegheny : 

Gentlemen: — Your  Committee  on  "Water,  in 
submitting  tins  their  annual  report  to  Councils,  would  respect- 
fully state  that  the  recommendations  contained  in  the  last 
annual  report  of  the  Committee  to  annex  to  the  city  those  dis- 
tricts outside  the  limits  thereof,  wherein  city  water  was  used, 
with  the  view  of  preventing  parties  who  made  no  return 
therefor  from  using  the  same,  has  been  in  great  part  complied 
with,  and  measures  can  now  be  taken  for  the  prevention  of 
such  acts  in  the  future. 

The  deficiency  in  supply  of  water  in  certain  sections  of  the 
city,  mentioned  in  last  annual  report,  has  also  been  remedied 
by  the  laying  of  the  Manchester  main  pipe  in  their  vicinity. 

The  past  year  has  been  one  of  great  activity  in  the  Depart- 
ment over  which  your  Committee  has  supervision.     Not  only 
have  the  works  been  kept  in  perfect  running  order;  the  plugs 
and  hydrants  throughout  the  city  in  repair;  old,  broken  pipe 
removed,  and  all  the  usual  labor  attendant  upon  keeping  every- 
thing connected  with  the  Department  in  effective  operation, 
been  performed,  and  all  in  such  a  way  as  not  to  give  rise  to  a   j 
single  complaint  of  a  deficient  supply  of  water,  although  the    \ 
demand  was  30  per  cent,  greater  than  any  preceding  year ;    ! 
but,  in  addition,  28,763  feet,  or  5  miles  and  256  feet  ot  pipe 
have  been  laid.    Included  in  this  total  is  the  number  of  feet   f 
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laid  for  the  Manchester  main,  the  laying  of  which  alone  was 
a  work  of  great  magnitude,  extending,  as  it  does,  from  the 
Corner  of  Federal  and  Jackson  Streets  to  the  intersection  of 
Beaver  and  Rebecca  Streets,  Fifth  Ward,  a  distance  of  two 
miles,  and  the  pipe  being  twelve  inches  in  diameter,  and  very 
heavy  and  unwieldy. 

Many  vexatious  delays,  arising  from  various  causes,  were 
experienced  ;  but,  as  before  stated,  it  was  finally  successfully 
finished,  and,  as  we  believe,  in  a  good  and  workmanlike  man- 
ner. The  number  of  buildings  supplied  with  water  in  the  late 
Borough  of  Manchester,  by  this  main  and  its  laterals,  is  359 
dwellings,  occupied  by  380  families ;  three  taverns ;  one  livery 
stable ;  two  manufacturing  establishments,  &c,  from  wMch, 
at  present  rates  of  assessment,  a  revenue  of  $3,000  per  annum 
will  be  derived.  The  entire  cost  of  these  pipes  was  about 
$56,582  37,  so  that  they  pay  now  but  5  and  three-tenths  per 
cent,  on  cost.  There  are,  however,  97  dwelling  houses  and 
three  manufacturing  establishments,  on  the  line  of  these  pipes, 
that  are  as  yet  unsupplied,  but  which  doubtless  soon  will  be, 
that  will  increase  the  revenue  to  $4,000,  or  7  7-100  per  cent. 
on  cost.  "Without  any  further  extension  of  the  pipe,  that 
already  laid  will  soon  reimburse  the  city  for  all  its  cost  by 
careful,  judicious  assessments,  and  the  natural  increase  of 
revenue  arising  from  an  increase  of  population  and  erection 
of  new  buildings.  But,  for  the  convenience  of  the  citizens, 
and  the  more  speedy  reimbursement  of  the  city,  we  would 
recommend  the  laying  of  lateral  pipes  wherever  it  will  pay  10 
per  cent,  on  cost,  and  there  are  but  few  streets  that  it  will  not, 
and,  in  many,  much  more  largely,  as  the  cost  of  the  lateral, 
the  main  being  already  laid,  is  but  trifling.  If  this  suggestion 
is  carried  out  the  City  will  speedily  be  reimbursed  for  the 
whole  cost  of  these  water  pipes,  and  a  return  to  the  high  rates 
of  water  tax  prevailing  in  1866,  which  otherwise  might  become 
necessary,  may  be  avoided. 

We  have  the  further  suggestion  to  make  to  the  new  Coun- 
cils :  that  they  cause  all  pipe  not  connected  at  both  extremi- 
ties to  be  connected,  thereby  forming  a  complete  circuit,  and 
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occasioning  a  free  circulation  of  water  all  through  the  pipes. 
At  present  there  are  numbers  of  pipes  that  terminate  abrupt- 
ly, and  the  consequence  is  that  the  water  at  that  point  becomes 
dead  and  stagnant,  collecting  iron  rust  and  all  the  dirt  and 
waste  in  the  pipe.  It  is  often  the  case  that  water  drawn  from 
these  places  is  of  a  dark  red  hue,  offensive  to  taste  and  smell, 
and  must  be  decidedly  unhealthy.  While  on  this  subject  of 
impure  water,  we"  would  just  state  that  the  basin,  from  which 
the  water  is  dispensed  throughout  the  city,  contains  many  im- 
purities, cast  in  there  by  evil  disposed  or  thoughtless  persons. 
This  certainly  should  be  stopped,  and  we  would  recommend 
that  a  watchman  be  placed  there  for  that  purpose,  who,  in 
connection  with  this  duty,  could  prevent  the  fence  around  the 
basin  lot  from  being  torn  down  and  destroyed,  which  is  now 
of  frequent  occurrence. 

The  total  cost  and  expense  of  laying  pipe  and  running 
works  for  the  past  year  has  been  $97,890.85,  of  which  the  sum 
of  $84,226.77  was  expended  for  permanent  improvement  and 
$13,664.08  for  current  expenses.  As  will  be  observed  by  the 
following  statement,  there  has  been  a  reduction  in  the  current 
expenses  of  the  past  year,  as  compared  with  the  year  preced- 
ing, and  a  vast  reduction  in  that  year  as  compared  with  its 
predecessor.

This,  to  tax-payers,  very  gratifying  statement  is  entirely  due 
to  the  economical  management  of  George  M.  Miller,  Esq., 
Superintendent  of  Water  Works. 

From  the  hour  he  was  first  installed  in  that  position,  in  the 
early  part  of  1866,  up  to  the  present  time — though  at  present, 
and  for  a  great  portion  of  the  past  year,  an  invalid — economy 
and  retrenchment,  coupled  with  the  comfort  and  convenience 
of  the  citizens,  have  been  his  aim.  We  need  not  say  he  has 
succeeded  well.  We  trust  the  affliction  under  which  he  is  now 
suffering  may  speedily  be  removed,  and  that  he  may  again 
enjoy  the  blessing  of  health. 
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We  would  refer  you  to  the  accompanying  reports  of  the 
Superintendent  and  Assessor  of  Water  Rents,  Abraham  Davis, 
Esq.,  for  further  information  in  regard  to  our  department. 

The  latter  gentleman,  though  we  have  had  occasion  to  refer 
to  him  heretofore  in  this  report,  has  fulfilled  the  duties  of  his 
important  office  to  our  entire  satisfaction.  In  fact,  we  believe 
it  would  be  difficult  to  find  another  who  would  be  so  well  fitted 
for  the  position  he  now  holds.

tNoTE.—  "Duty"  is  the  pounds  of  water  raised  one  foot  high  with  one  (1)  pound  of  coal  con- 
sumed. Repairs  are  larger  or  smaller  from  year  to  year,  according  to  circumstances:  higher  or 
lower  prices,  accidents,  wearing  out  of  parts  and  changes  required  to  effect  economy,  increasing 
or  diminishing  same.  Therefore  "  Duty"  is  the  only  true  criterion  of  economy  in  working  the 
pumping  machine;  and  the  past  two  years  speak  for  themselves.  In  fact  the  engines  were  in 
such  bad  order  in  1834,  the  "  Duty"  being  only  70,548  pounds,  that  with  the  four  pumps  running 
constantly  the  city  was  frequently  out  of  water,  and  the  engines  (see  Annual  Report,  1864,)  re- 
ported taxed  to  their  utmost  capacity;  while  in  1867 the  "  Duty"  was  increased  to  242,256 lbs. , 
and  two  (2)  pumps  kept  the  city  well  supplied,  and  without  running  the  engines  on  Sunday.

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REMARKS. 

As  the  Councils,  at  a  late  meeting,  passed  a  resolution  in- 
quiring into  the  cost  of  laying  the  12-inch  main  as  done  by  the 
City,  and  as  proposed  to  be  done  by  contract,  I  herewith  ap- 
pend the  comparison.  I  also  give  the  cost  of  four  and  six- 
inch.  Both  statements  will  show  that,  economically  conducted, 
the  City  can  lay  pipe  cheaper  and  better  than  contractors  can 
do  it:

I  find,  by  examination  of  contract  let  by  the  City  of  Pitts- 
burgh, that  the  prices  pai(J  to  Contractors — the  City  to  find  all 
material,  but  Contractors  to  take  up  old  pipe  and  repave — was 
sixty  cents  per  foot  for  twelve  and  ten  inch  on  Liberty  Street. 
This  is  below  the  bid  of  Kain  &  Ray,  yet  not  as  low  as  done 
by  your  Superintendent.  It  seems  evident,  therefore,  that  the 
City  does  its  own  work  cheaper,  better,  and  without  screwing 
its  labor  down  to  the  uttermost  farthing.

We  have  lately  put  in  at  the  Works  W.  C.  Childs'  Im- 
proved Grate  Bars,  and,  from  present  appearance,  are  led  to 
believe  tha't  they  will  reduce  labor  of  Firemen  and  amount  of 
coal  consumed,  perhaps  5,000  or  6000  bushels.  The  works 
are  now  in  good  order,  keeping  the  City  constantly  supplied. 

In  conclusion  I  desire  to  return  thanks  to  the  Water  Com- 
mittee for  their  constant  and  efficient  co-operation.  My  only 
regret  is  that  serions  illness  has  compelled  me,  for  the  greater 
part  of  the  year,  to  make  my  home  my  office.  I  believe  the 
Water  Committee  will  sustain  me  when  I  say  that  every  inter- 
est dependent  upon  my  department  has  been  carefully  and 
promptly  sustained.

To  the  Honorable  the  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City  of 
Allegheny  ; 

Gentlemen — Your  Assessor  of  Water  Rents 
would  respectfully  submit  his  annual  report,  setting  lorth  the 
amount  of  the  rates  assessed  on  the  various  establishments  and 
dwellings  throughout  the  city  and  vicinity,  using  the  city 
water.  The  annual  assessments  of  rates  to  be  charged  for 
water  for  the  year  commencing  April  1st,  1867,  is  not  fully 
completed,  owing  to  the  introduction  of  water  meters  in  many 
of  the  manufacturing  establishments.  And  as  their  assess- 
ments are  made  quarterly  by  the  superintendent  of  the  water 
works,  ''.here  is  but  three  quarters  of  the  year  1867  to  report 
on  the  water  meters,  and  the  assessments  for  building  pur- 
poses are  not  completed.  But  if  desired  by  councils,  the  ag- 
gregate amount  can  be  given  at  an  early  date  in  April,  1868. 
By  referring  to  last  January's  report  for  the  year  1866,  it  may 
be  seen  the  amount  then  reported,  including  the  average  of 
the  meters  for  January  quarter  were  $80,157  03 ;  when  the 
meters  were  taken  for  the  averages  quarter,  the  amount  fell 
short  of  $485  20;  this  deducted  "from  $80,157  03  leave  $79,- 
671  74.  When  the  assessments  for  water  used  in  the  erection 
of  new  buildings  were  completed,  there  was  a  surplus  of  $491,- 
19  over  what  was  then  reported;  this  added  to  $71,671  74, 
would  make  a  total  for  the  year  1866  of  $80,162  93.     For  the 
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year  1867,  the  amount  of  the  rates  assessed  in  the  first  and 
second  assessments,  exclusive  of  the  water  meters,  and  other 
items  of  assessments,  is  $57,303  73.  Assessments  for  building 
purposes,  $600,  not  completed.  The  assessments  on  meters, 
up  to  last  December,  1867,  by  George  N".  Miller,  superintend- 
ent of  the  water  works,  are  $11,307  84 ;  average  for  January 
quarter,  $2,850  00  ;  these  assessments  when  tooted  up  would 
make  $72,063  57.  It  may  be  a  matter  of  enquiry  by  some 
why  the  revenue  from  water  rents  for  the  year  1867  has  fal- 
en  short  of  that  assessed  lor  the  year  1866. — 1st.  For  the 
main  cause  of  this  reduction,  I  refer  to  a  resolution  passed  by 
Councils,  last- February,  reducing  the  rates  of  water  rents 
twenty  per  per  cent.,  except  those  assessed  by  special  rates. 
2d.  There  were  two  tanneries,  one  sawmill  and  one  pitch 
factory,  where  the  water  was  shut  off  for  the  most  part  of  the 
year.  The  Union  Skating  Park  was  reduced  about  four  hun- 
dred dollars.  3d.  One  large  tannery,  charged  by  meter 
measure  for  1866,  has  supplied  itself  with  water  from 
a  well  the  past  year.  This,  considered,  accounts  for  the  great 
reduction.  Had  the  same  rates  of  1866  been  continued,  the 
assessments  for  1867,  would  have  showed  a  large  increase. 
During  the  past  year  there  was  an  unusual  number  of  new 
buildings  erected  in  Allegheny  City.  The  greater  portion  of 
the  new  buildings  were  assessed  for  a  few  months  of  the  year 
1867.  The  remainder  will  be  finished  early  in  spring.  The 
new  territory,  recently  annexed  to  Allegheny  City,  has  im- 
proved very  rapidly  iu  the  past  two  years,  not  less  than  534 
new  buildings  have  been  erected,  the  principal  part  of  which 
were  dwellings,  in  that  portion  of  the  city  formerly  Manches- 
ter; the  dwellings  and  stores  erected  the  past  two  years  were 
of  a  good  class,  and  is  a  credit  to  any  city.  During  the  month 
of  December  I  called  on  quite  a  large  number  of  its  inhabit- 
ants ;  they  were  highly  pleased  in  having  a  good  supply  of 
pure  soft  water  brought  to  their  dwellings.  But  there  is  a 
very  large  class  in  this  new  district  unsupplied,  and  are  anx- 
iously waiting  tor  the  city  to  furnish  them  with  a  supply.

The  number  of  families  now  supplied  with  water  from  the 
water  works,  is  seven  thousand  three  hundred  and  twenty- 
nine.  During  the  past  year,  389  new  buildings  have  been 
erected  in  the  four  wards  of  Allegheny  City,  at  the  cost  of 
$791,700,  apportioned  in  the  several  wards  as  follows  : — First 
ward,  66;  Second  ward,  184;  Third  ward,  108  ;  Fourth  ward, 
31.  Of  this  number,  231  were  frames,  and  158  bricks ;  addi- 
tions of  frames  and  bricks,  49;  remodeled,  15  of  the  above 
number;  338  were  dwellings,  being  an  increase  over  last  year 
of  28  new  dwellings.  The  greater  portion  of  the  new  dwel- 
lings were  of  medium  size,  and  of  a  good  class,  and  in  such 
general  demand  that  twice  the  number  might  be  rented.  The 
city  is  gradually  increasing  in  population  and  buildings,  and 
with  proper  care  and  attentiou  to  the  assessments,  a  corres- 
ponding increase  may  be  expected  in  the  revenue  from  water 
rents. 

Gentlemen :  In  closing  up  my  official  relations  at  the  end 
of  another  year,  permit  me  to  return  you  my  sincere  thanks 
for  the  uniform  confidence  and  trust  reposed  in  me  during  the 
period  I  have  occupied  the  office  of  Water  Assessor.

Gentlemen  : — Your  Committee  on  Wharves 
and  Landings  have  the  honor  to  report  that  the  receipts  from 
the  Wharf  for  the  past  year  have  been  $3,808  04,  which  as 
compared  with  the  year  preceding,  shows  an  increase  $805  57. 
This  statement  is  very  gratifying,  when  the  low  stage  of  water 
throughout  the  greater  part  of  the  year,  and  consequent  obsta- 
cle to  the^ transaction  of  business  on  the  wharf,  is  taken  into 
consideration.  Our  Wharf  Masters,  Messrs.  George  Hutch- 
inson and  R.  M.  Parke,  are  deserving  of  great  credit,  for  to 
their  energy,  care  and  attention  is  undoubtedly  due,  in  a  large 
measure,  the  foregoing  very  favorable  statement.  We  feel  it 
to  bo  a  duty  we  owe  to  them,  as  well  as  a  pleasure  to  oui  selves, 
to  state  that  they  have  given  us  entire  satisfaction.  Ever  care- 
ful and  zealous  for  the  city's  interests,  we  are  persuaded  that 
we  could  obtain  no  better  officers  than  these. 

The  year  just  ended  ha3  witnessed  the  initial  steps  towards 
the  formation  of  a  wharf,  such  as  is  demanded  by  the  necessi- 
ties of  our  citizens  doing  business  thereon,  and  by  the  increas- 
ing commerce  and  interests  of  the  city.  The  portion  of  wharf 
formed  this  year,  extends  from  Gray's  alley  to  Goodrich  street. 
It  is  substantially  made,  and  will  facilitate  the  transaction  of 
business  on  the  wharf,  but  in^itself  it  is  altogether  inadequate, 
and  we  would  urge  upon  the  next  Councils  the  continuation 
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of  the  improvement  as  rapidly  as  expediency  will  admit. 
There  can  be  no  doubt  but  that  it  will  pay  the  city  to  do  so. 
It  will  pay,  not  only  in  enhanced  revenue,  which  it  will  un- 
undoubtedly  create,  but  it  will  pay  by  drawing  business  and 
capital  to  our  city. 

We  subjoin  a  statement  of  facts  connected  with  the  con- 
struction of  the  new  Wharf,  from  time  of  contract  to  date  of 
completion. 

The  contract  was  entered  into  with  James  Monahan  &  Co., 
on  the  28th  of  December,  1866,  at  the  following  rates :

"Work  was  commenced  directly  after  the  signing  of  the  con- 
tract, and  progressed  steadily  until  the  date  of  completion,  in 
August  of  this  year.

Allegheny: 

Gentlemen  : — The  Directors  of  the  Poor  respectfully  offer 
the  following  report : 

In  the  beginning  of  the  year  1867  we  had  in  our  City  Home 
82  inmates.  During  the  year  114  were  admitted;  9  were  born ; 
12  have  died,  and  101  were  discharged,  leaving  a  balance  of 
92  persons  in  the  Home  on  the  31st  of  December,  1867. 

The  average  number  in  the  Home,  for  the  year  1867,  was 
98,  of  whom  21  are  in  the  Insane  Department,  all  of  which  is 
fully  shown  in  the  report  of  D.  T.  Johnson,  Steward,  (paper 
marked  A.) 

The  expense  of  maintaining  these  persons  for  the  year  1867 
was  $9,331  74,  or  $1  83  per  week,  for  each  person. 

We  have,  at  the  present  time,  in  the  Western  Pennsylvania 
Hospital  (Dixmont)  six  insane  persons,  and  have  had  an  aver* 
age  of  nine  persons  there  during  the  year,  at  an  expense  of 
$1,654  15. 

The  number  of  resident  families  that  receive  weekly  or 
monthly  relief  at  the  City  Office  is  39.  Persons  removed  from 
the  City,  and  afforded  temporary  relief  at  the  office,  was  350, 
at  a  cost  of  $1,328  62. 

Austin  Nolan,  an  insane  man  at  Bellefonte,  in  Centre 
County,  thus  far,  has  cost  the  Poor  Fund  $70  75. 
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The  Directors  have  expended,  for  permanent  improvement, 
the  sum  of  $1,1G6  72,  and  have  paid  bills  of  1866  amounting 
to  $1,482  83. 

The  receipt  from  taxation  amount  to  the  sum  of  $14,- 
680  20  ;  and  from  all  other  sources  $2,971  39,  making  a  total 
receipt  of  $17,601  59,  of  which  $13,293  67  was  paid  out  by 
warrants  on  the  Treasurer,  leaving  a  balance  of  $4,307  92  in 
the  Treasury,  which  will  liquidate  our  indebtedness  of  $3,- 
605  17.  Our  bills  receivable  amount  to  $705  55,  from  which 
some  reduction  should  be  made  for  unadjusted  bills. 

The  Allegheny  County  Home  is  entitled  to  one-half  of  the 
Poor  Tax  collected  for  1867  in  the  Fifth  Ward  (Manches- 
ter District)  amounting  to  $543  97,  they  having  maintained 
the  poor  of  said  district  up  to  July  1st,  1867. 

Accompanying  this  report  the  Directors  present  a  tabular 
statement  of  D.  Macferron,  Treasurer,  (paper  marked  B,) 
showiug  fully  the  amounts  of  receipts  and  expenditures  for 
the  year  1867. 

"While  the  above  shows  a  satisfactory  exhibit  for  the  present 
year,  we  deem  it  not  advisable  to  reduce  the  tax  for  the 
coming  year,  and  would  respectfully  recommend  a  continu- 
ance of  a  three  mill  tax  for  the  support  of  the  poor. 

The  death  of  Dr.  A.  Perchment,  our  worthy  and  efficient 
Physician  to  the  House,  made  it  necessary  to  appoint  a  suc- 
cessor, and  Dr.  W.  V.  Marquis  was  selected  and  made  resi- 
dent Physician  at  the  House,  taking  entire  charge  of  the  Insane 
Department  in  addition  to  the  necessary  attention  as  Physi- 
cian at  the  House.  By  this  arrangement  the  comfort  of  the 
unfortunate  insane,  and  those  admitted  to  the  Home  will  be 
';<much  improved.  The  Insane  Department  is  now  heated  with 
steam,  making  the  house  as  comfortable  as  the  limited  accom- 
modations will  admit. 

According  to  an  Act  of  Assembly,  and  the  resolution  of 
Councils  accepting  the  same  and  approving  of  the  plan  of  sub- 
division of  the  Poor  Farm,  and  instructing  the  Directors  to 
advertise  the  lots  for  Sale  comprised  in  said  plan,  on  the  4th 
day  of  September,  1867,  the  sale  was  held  by  public  out-cry — 
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amounting  in  the  aggregate  to  $90,284  15.  Fifty-one  deeds 
have  been  delivered  to  the  purchasers,  as  will  be  seen  by  ref- 
erence to  Paper  marked  C,  amounting  in" cash  paid  to  $18,- 
694  03;  Mortgages,  $44,833  26.  Seventeen  deeds  yet  remain 
uncalled  for  in  the  hands  of  the  Directors,  which  will  doubt- 
less be  called  for  at  an  early  day. 

In  accordance  with  a  resolution  of  Councils,  passed  the  12th 
day  of  September,  1867,  instructing  the  Directors  to  ask,  by 
advertisements,  proposals  for  a  Farm,  the  Directors  advertised 
as  directed,  and  received  offers  from  about  forty  persons. 
They  visited  several  of  the  said  farms ;  but,  owing  to  the  in- 
clemency of  the  season,  they  are  prevented  from  visiting 
others.  But  hope,  by  the  opening  of  Spring,  in  connec- 
tion with  your  Committee,  to  be  able  to  make  a  satisfactory 
selection,  If  so,  a  report  through  your  Committee  will  be 
made  to  Councils.  And,  in  this  connection,  the  Directors 
would  respectfully  acknowledge  the  valuable  aid  rendered  by 
your  Committee  in  making  suggestions,  and  aiding  them  gen- 
erally in  the  discharge  of  their  responsible  duties  in  relation 
to  improvements  of  the  Home  and  care  of  the  poor.

To  the  Honorable  the  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City  of 

Allegheny : 

Gentlemen  : — I  have  the  honor  to  report  the 
following  as  the  business  transacted  in  the  Solicitor's  Office 
during  the  past  official  year. 

The  following  open  cases  were  handed  over  by  my  prede- 
cessor in  office,  M.  H.  Woodward,  Esq.,  viz  :  The  City  of 
Allegheny  vs.  C.  C.  Smith.  This  was  an  action  of  replevin 
to  recover  possession  of  two  horses  from  Defendant.  The 
case  was  arbitrated  and  the  majority  of  the  arbitrators  award- 
ed in  favor  of  the  City.  The  Defendant  paid  the  costs  and 
appealed  from  the  award.  The  case  was  settled  as  agreed 
upon  and  directed  by  your  honorable  bodies. 

The  City  of  Allegheny  vs.  Mrs.  Nesmith.  This  was  a  scire 
facias  to  collect  assessment  for  the  opening  of  Allegheny 
Aveuue,  the  payment  of  which  assessment  was  resisted  on  the 
ground  that  costs  were  illegally  imposed  by  bringing  suits  the 
previous  year,  &c,  as  was  alleged,  without  notice.  This  case 
was  decided  in  favor  of  the  City,  saving  the  City  payment  of 
the  costs,  amounting  in  all  to  some  three  or  four  hundred 
dollars. 

The  case  of  Stewart  vs.  the  City  ot  Allegheny,  was  an  action 
in  damages,  to  recover  the  sum  of  five  thousand  dollars  for 
injuries  alleged  to  have  been  done  the  Plaintiff,  and  his  horse

and  wagon,  by  driving  over  Bank  Lane,  through  the  negli- 
gence of  the  city  in  not  keeping  the  same  in  proper  repair.  I 
was  informed  that  $000  had  been  offered  as  a  compromise  and 
refused.  The  case  was  tried  and  verdict  for  the  Plaintiff  in 
the  sum  of  §275. 

Kier,  in  trust,  vs.  City  of   Allegheny,  was  an  action  to  re- 

|    cover  the  amount  of  three  coupons  of  the  value  of  $30  each. 

'    Tne  money  to  lift  these  coupons  had  been  deposited  at  Work 

I    M.  Couch    &  Co.,  bankers,  in    Philadelphia,   and   after  the 

coupons  were  payable  the  bank  failed  and  the  money  was  lost. 

\   The    question   was,  shall    Plaintiff    or  Defendant    lose    the 

amount.  The  question  was  argued  upon  a  stated  case,  and  the 

court  decided  in  favor  of  Plaintiff,  and  gave  judgment  against 

the  city,  on  the  ground  that  the  coupons  were  made   payable 

to  bearer,  and  no  place  designated  for  their  payment;  and  in 

l   absence  of  a  special  agreement  the  holder  was  not  bound  to 

go  to  Philadelphia,  or  any  place  outside  of  the  city,  to  make 

I   demand  for  payment  of  the  coupons. 

The  City  of  Allegheny  vs.  Dawson,  is  an  action  in  a  munici- 
pal lien  for  grading  and  paving  Marsha  1  street.     Not  yet 
I    disposed  of. 

The  following  are  the  cases  brought  during  the  past  year, 
f  viz:  Marshall  Cooper  vs.  City  of  Allegheny.  This  was  an 
i  action  to  recover  an  amount  due,  as  alleged,  for  constructing 
j  a  sewer  across  Federal  street,  when  the  case  was  called  for 
trial,  the  Plaintiff  took  a  non-suit,  paid  the  costs  and  has  not 
:    been  heard  from  since. 

Logan  vs.  the  City  of  Allegheny.  There  is  no  declaration 
filed  as  yet  in  this  case,  and  I  know  nothing  of  its  merits,  be- 
yond this,  that  it  is  an  action  for  damages  for  an  accident  to 
Plaintiff  on  some  street  in  the  Fifth  ward. 

The  owners  of  the  Hope  Cotton  .Mills  have  their  fence  out 
on  Bank  Lane  the  width  of  the  pavement.  They  applied  to 
the  court  for  an  injunction  to  restrain  the  city  from  tearing 
away  the  fence  and  laying  the  pavement,  claiming  it  as  their 
property.  The  injunction  was  granted  and  an  examiner  ap- 
pointed by  the  court  to  take  testimony.  The  question  will  be 
disposed  of  on  next  argument  list. 
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During  the  past  year  I  have  collected  municipal  liens  and 
taxes  to  the  amount  of  $7,864  68,  as  follows,  viz  :

The  following  are  the  cases  of  municipal  liens  contested, 
viz :  The  City  of  Allegheny  vs.  Wm.  Robinson,  Jr.,  to  collect 
assessment  for  grading  on  Chartiers  street.  This  was  one  of 
the  claims  transferred  to  the  city  by  the  borough  of  Manches- 
ter, according  to  the  terms  of  consolidation.  The  amount 
claimed  is  $2,000,  payment  of  which  is  resisted.  There  are 
also  two  claims  for  a  small  amount  against  S.  P.  Ross. 

The  City  of  Allegheny  vs  Wm.  Dilworth,  is  a  scire  facias 
issued  upon  a  municipal  lien  for  construction  of  Belmont 
street  sewer.  The  amount  claimed  is  $500.  The  payment  of 
this  lien  is  resisted  by  the  Defendant,  he  alleging  that  he  has 
a  set-off  to  the  whole  claim,  in  this,  that  the  Councils  author- 
ized him  one  or  two  years  ago  to  build  a  wooden  sewer,  which 
cost  him  about  the  sum  claimed  ;  which  the  court  has  decid- 
ed on  hearing  arguments,  is  a  good  and  sufficient  defense,  if 
the  fact?  are  as  set  forth  in  the  affidavit. 

City  of  Allegheny  vs.  Sohaefl'er.  This  was  scire  Jacias  to 
recover  an  assessment  for  construction  of  West  Common 
Sewer.  The  case  was  tried  and  judgment  given  against  the 
Defendant.  This  was  a  test  case  as  to  the  liability  of  lot 
owners  assessed  for  the  sewer,  to  the  amount  of  $7,000.  The 
decision  in  this  case  determined  the  responsibility  of  parties 
assessed.  Some  seventy-live  cases  on  this  sewer  were  certi- 
fied to  me  for  collection,  and  wishing  to  spare  the  parties 
costs,  I  only  issued  on  one  case,  saving  the  parties  in  the 
matter  of  costs  about  $700.  Over  the  half  of  the  amount 
remains  uncollected,  although  personal  notice  has  been  served 
on  all,  the  parties  of  the  result  of  the  suit ;  and  if  costs  are 
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imposed  and  money  collected  by  law,  the  fault  lies  at  their 
own  door. 

The  City  of  Allegheny  vs.  A.  Marshall.  This  is  a  scire 
facias  to  recover  amount  of  grading,  &c,  on  Ridge  street. 
This  is  a  case  of  great  importance  to  the  city,  being  a  test 
case,  in  which  $27,000  are  involved.  The  property  owners 
seek  to  evade  payment  upon  a  legal  question  of  the  right  of 
Councils  to  change  a  contract  once  entered  into,  together 
with  other  objections  of  less  importance.  From  what  I  have 
ascertained  of  the  facts  and  law  so  far,  in  preparing  the  case, 
I  think  the  Defendant  liable  for  his  assessment. 

All  these  cases  of  municipal  liens  mentioned  and  undisposed 
of,  will  soon  be  reached  in  their  turn  on  the  trial  list,  and 
disposed  of  as  speedily  as  possible. 

I  have,  during  the  past  year,  brought  thirty-seven  suits,  all 
of  which  were  on  municipal  liens,  and  but  few  remain  unset- 
tled— those  I  have  mentioned  being  the  only  ones  contested. 

The  damages  for  opening  of  Davis  alley  were  paid,  and  the 
alley  graded  and  paved. 

The  report  of  the  viewers  on  Green  alley  was  approved  by 
Councils  and  confirmed  by  the  Court,  no  objections  having 
been  filed. 

The  report  of  the  viewers  on  the  opening  of  Buena  Vista 
street  was  approved  by  your  honorable  bodies  and  confirmed 
by  Court,  no  objection  having  been  filed. 

A  portion  of  the  damages  for  the  opening  of  Allegheny 
Avenue  has  been  paid,  and  that  part  of  said  street  between 
Ohio  Avenue  and  Western  Avenue  opened  and  graded. 

There  is  about  sixteen  hundred  dollars  damages  yet  to  be 
paid  to  property  owners  before,  by  law,  the  street  can  be 
opened,  unless  the  two  parties  to  whom  this  amount  is  due 
will  consent  to  the  opening  of  the  street  and  wait  for  their 
money  until  collected.  Of  this  amount  the  sum  of  $855  is 
uncollected ;  the  balance  I  have  on  hands,  being  collected 
during  the  past  few  days.  The  amount  uncollected  I  think 
will  be  realized  in  a  very  short  time.  I  have  made  every  ex- 
ertion to  have  this  street  closed  up  during  the  year  that  is 
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past,  but  this  was  rendered  impossible,  for  the  reason  that  the 
parties  assessed  with  the  benefits  (I  mean  a  majority,  not  all 
the  parties,)  contested  the  payment,  and  those  cases  referred 
to  in  this  report  had  to  be  disposed  of;  that  done,  another 
difficulty  was  in  the  way  of  collecting  all  the  assessments  that 
the  parties  did  not  come  forward  and  pay  voluntarily,  viz : 
that  affidavits  of  defense  were  filed  in  nearly  every  case, 
thereby  hindering  the  obtaining  of  judgments  as  speedily  as 
desired.  I  am  happy,  however,  to  say  that  a  few  more  days 
will  close  the  collections,  and  this  long-agitated  question  of  the 
opening  of  Allegheny  Avenue  settled  forever. 

The  report  of  Viewers  on  the  opening  of  Union  street  was 
approved  by  Councils,  and  is  filed  in  Court. 

The  reports  of  Viewers  on  opening  of  Evan  alley,  Locust 
street,  Morton  alley,  and  the  widening  of  Pitt  alley,  are  in  the 
hands  of  Councils  for  approval  or  disapproval. 

The  report  of  Viewers  in  the  matter  of  opening  Page, 
Bidwell  and  widening  of  Washington  Avenue  are  not  yet 
ready  to  be  submitted. 

Permit  me,  in  closing  this  report,  to  make  one  or  two  sug- 
gestions. One  is,  that  it  should  be  made  the  duty  of  some  one 
to  return,  with  taxes,  certified  to  the  Solicitor  for  collection, 
an  accurate  description  of  the  property  sufficient  for  the 
Sheriff  to  sell  and  make  a  title  to  the  purchaser.  In  such 
cases  the  taxes  can  be  made  in  a  few  days  ;  as  it  is,  four-fifths 
of  returned  taxes  can't  be  made,  for  want  of  description,  and 
all  the  taxes  collected  will  not  meet  the  costs  of  the  tax  claims 
unpaid. 

Again,  the  proper  legislation  should  be  secured  to  enable 
our  City  to  have  a  docket  in  the  Prothonotary's  office,  called 
a  Municipal  Lien  Docket,  for  entering  the  liens  of  the  City. 
This  is  a  positive  necessity,  and  will  save  time,  labor  and  ex- 
pense to  the  Solicitor,  citizens  and  all  parties  interested.  Every 
city  in  the  Commonwealth,  of  any  size,  has  such  a  docket. 
As  it  now  is,  dozens  of  dockets  must  be  run  over  to  find  a 
case.  I  will  prepare  and  submit  such  an  act  for  your  consid- 
eration and  action. 
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Again,  I  would  suggest  that  our  laws  and  ordinances  be 
digested,  up  to  the  present  time.  You  will  all  perceive  the 
necessity  oi  this,  without  any  argument. 

Apart  from  these  special  matters  reported  upon,  there  has 
been  a  large  amount  of  general  business  transacted,  such  as 
giving  opinions,  writing  acts  of  assembly,  &c,  &c. 

In  closing  this  report,  allow  me  to  congratulate  you  upon 
the  enlargement,  development  and  the  rapid  growth,  in  wealth 
and  population,  of  your  City;  also  the  degree  of  prosperity 
in  all  of  its  departments,  and  more  especially  your  wise  ad- 
ministration of  its  government  during  the  past  year.

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AN    ACT 


Authorizing  the  City  of  Allegheny  to  issue  Bonds  to  the  amount  of  Sixt}-- 
tive  Thousand  Dollars,  to  be  applied  to  buildiog  a  Market  iiouse  iu  the 
said  City. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania,  in  General  As- 
sembly met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same, 
That  the  City  of  Allegheny  is  hereby  authorized  and  em- 
powered, by  her  corporate  authorities,  to  issue  bonds  to  the 
amount  of  sixty-five  thousand  dollars,  for  the  erection  of  a 
Market  House  in  said  City ;  these  said  bonds,  or  so  much  of 
them  as  may  be  necessary,  to  be  issued  and  disposed  of  as  the 
Councils  of  said  City  may  direct,  and  not  otherwise. 

Sec.  2.  The  said  bonds  shall  be  made  payable  in  three,  five 
and  ten  years  from  the  date  of  the  issue  thereof,  and  in  equal 
amounts  for  each  term,  and  bearing  interest  at  the  rate  of 
seven  per  cent,  per  annum,  payable  semi-annually. 

Sec.  3.  The  revenue  derived  from  the  new  Market  House 
shall  be  appropriated  to  the  payment  of  the  interest  upon  said 
bonds,  and  such  balance  of  said  receipts  or  revenue,  as  shall 
not  be  required  for  that  purpose,  shall  be  set  aside  and  vested 
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under  the  direction  of  the  Councils  of  said  City,  as  a  fund  for 
the  redemption  and  payment  of  said  bonds  at  maturity ;  and 
for  the  redemption  of  said  bonds  and  the  payment  of  the  in- 
terest upon  the  same,  the  faith,  credit  and  property  of  the  City 
shall  be  pledged. 

Sec.  4.  That  so  much  of  any  Act  of  Assembly,  inconsist- 
ent herewith,  is  hereby  repealed,  as  to  the  subjects  and  en- 
actments aforesaid.

AN    ACT 

Annexing  the  Borough  of  Manchester  to  Allegheny  City. 

Whereas,  By  a  community  of  interests  existing  between 
the  citizens  of  the  City  of  Allegheny  and  the  Borough  of 
Manchester,  whereas  the  Councils  of  said  city  and  borough, 
in  consideration  of  such  community  of  interests,  and  for  other 
good  consivlcrations,  have  agreed  together  tor  a  union  or 
consolidation  of  said  city  and  borough,  Therefore  : 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Beprc- 
sentaiices  bf  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania,  in  General  As- 
sembly met,  and  it  is  herein/  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same, 
That  the  boundaries  of  the  City  of  Allegheny,  in  the  County 
of  Allegheny,  shall  be  extended  so  as  to  embrace  the  whole 
of  the  territory  now  constituting  and  forming  the  Borough  of 
Manchester,  from  and  after  the  approval  of  this  Act,  aud  all 
the  powers  conferred  upon  said  city  by  the  various  Acts  of 
Assembly,  he,  and  the  same  are  hereby  so  enlarged  by  this 
Act,  as  to  extend  the  same  to  and  over  the  inhabitants  and 
territory  of  said   borough,  together  with  all  the  ordinances 
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now  in  force  in  said  city,  except  such  as  prohibit  the  erection 
of  frame  buildings. 

Sec.  2.  That  all  real  and  personal  propeity  of  every  nature 
and  kind  whatsoever ;  all  taxes  assessed  and  due,  together 
with  all  monies,  debts  or  chose  in  action,  or  other  rights  what- 
soever, now  held  and  possessed  by  said  borough,  or  held  in 
trust,  or  by  executing  contracts,  or  in  anywise  pertaining  to 
and  belonging  to  said  borough,  are  hereby  transferred  to  and 
vested  in  the  City  of  Allegheny ;  and  all  the  liabilities  and 
indebtedness  of  said  borough  are  hereby  imposed  upon  and 
declared  to  be  assumed  by  the  said  City  of  Allegheny,  and 
said  indebtedness  and  liabilities  shall  be  paid,  discharged  and 
performed  without  diminution  or  abatement  by  the  same. 

Sec.  3.  That  the  order  of  Court  incorporating  the  Bor- 
ough of  Manchester  is  hereby  suspended.  Frovided  said  bor- 
ough shall  continue  to  exist  as  a  corporation  for  the  period  of 
thirty  days,  to  enable  the  said  officers  of  said  borough  to  close 
the  business  of  said  corporation,  and  that  each  of  the  officers 
may  close  and  balance  their  accounts  and  have  the  same 
audited,  that  a  full  and  complete  transfer  may  be  made  to 
said  city  according  to  the  true  intent  and  meaning  of  this  Act. 

Sec  4.  That  any  aud  all  the  officers  of  said  borough 
corresponding  to  ward  officers  of  said  city,  and  are  necessary 
to  conduct  the  business  of  a  ward,  shall  continue  in  their  offi- 
cial capacity  as  ward  officers  until  the  next  regular  city  elec- 
tion; and  further,  the  Burgess  and  Council  of  said  borough 
shall  represent  in  the  Councils  of  said  city  the  district  now 
called  Manchester  until  the  next  regular  election  for  officers 
and  Couucilmen  of  said  city,  the  Burgess  and  Council  of  said 
borough  to  decide  among  themselves,  by  ballot,  or  as  they 
may  agree  upon,  who  of  their  number  shall  represent  said  dis- 
trict in  the  Select  Council  of  said  city. 

Sec  5.  That  the  said  City  of  'Allegheny  shall  have  pow- 
er to  extend  her  northern  boundaries  by  a  direct  line  from 
the  north-east  corner  of  the  said  borough  of  Manchester  to  a 
point  of  intersection  with  the  northern  boundary  of  the  bo- 
rough of  Duquesne,  that  will  take  in  the  water  basin  of  the 
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said  City  of  Allegheny,  and  from  the  said  point  of  intersec- 
tion to  the  eastern  terminus  of  the  line  of  said  borough  of  Du- 
quesne,  whenever  the  Councils  of  the  said  borough  of  Du- 
quesne  shall  consent  to  the  extension  of  the  said  boundary 
line;  Provided  the  said  borough  of  Duquesne  shall  be  annexed 
on  the  same  terms  and  conditions  as  the  said  borough  of 
Manchester.

A  SUPPLEMENT 

To  an  Act  annexing  the  borough  of  Manchester  to  Allegheny  City,  approved

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  As- 
sembly met  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same, 
That  all  that  portion  of  the  townships  of  M'Clure  and  Reserve, 
in  the  county  of  Allegheny,  lying  upon  the  south  side  of  tho 
following  line,  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  annexed  to  the 
City  of  Allegheny,  to- wit:  commencing  at  the  north-eastern 
corner  of  the  late  borough  of  Manchester,  thence  eastward  by 
a  straight  line  to  the  township  road  in  Reserve  township 
known  as  Wickline's  lane,  thence  due  east  until  said  line 
strikes  the  line  of  the  borough  of  Duquesne,  the  additional 
territory  now  included  to  be  represented  in  Councils  and  en- 
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titled  to  all  the  privileges  of  the  territory  included  in  the  act 
to  which  this  is  a  supplement.

AN  ACT 

Authorizing  and  providing  powers  and  means  for  the  conversion  of  the 
Common  grounds  of  the  City  of  Allegheny  into  public  parks. 

"Whereas,  The  present  condition  of  the  extensive  grounds 
of  the  City  of  Allegheny,  known  as  Common  grounds,  is  un- 
productive of  any  good  to  the  said  city  as  owner  of  the  soil  or 
to  the    owners  of  right  of  commonage  therein. 

And  whereas,  The  same  can  be  converted  into  parks  for 
the  recreation  and  enjoyment,  as  well  as  the  advancement  of 
the  health  and  prosperity  of  the  citizens  of  said  city,  without 
any  injury  to  the  said  rights — 

Now,  for  the  purpose  of  securing  the  conversion  of  said 
grounds  into  public  parks  for  the  use  of  the  public — 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  As- 
sembly met  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same, 
That  the  Common  grounds  of  the  City  of  Allegheny  be  and 
they  are  hereby  appropriated  to  the  use  of  the  public  as  public 
parks. 

Sec  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Court  of  Quarter 
Sessions  in  and  for  the  county  of  Allegheriy,  on  the  first  Sat- 
urday of  the  June  sessions  of  said  court  next  ensuing  to  ap- 
point three  discreet  and  disinterested  freeholders  of  said  county 
viewers,  who,  having  first  been  duly  sworn,  shall  immediately 
give  public  notice  in  the  daily  newspapers,  published  in  the 
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city  of  Pittsburgh,  daily  for  three  -weeks  to  all  inlot  holders 
having  rights  of  common  in  the  Common  grounds  of  said  city 
to  file  their  claims,  if  any  they  have,  for  damages  which  they 
may  seem  likely  to  sustain  by  the  divesting  of  their  said  right 
of  commonage,  by  the  appropriation  and  prospective  use  of 
said  common  grounds  for  public  parks,  as  aforesaid,  within 
three  weeks  next  ensuing  the  date  of  the  last  day  of  publica- 
tion of  said  notice  with  the  clerk  of  said  court,  and  the  right 
of  common  of  all  persons  whatever,  who  shall  not  have  filed 
their  claims  as  aforesaid  within  the.  times  aforesaid  shall  be 
held  to  be  and  they  are  hereby  released  and  forever  divested  ; 
it  shall  be  the  further  duty  of  said  viewers,  after  the  expira- 
tion of  the  said  time  for  filing  claims,  to  view  and  estimate 
the  damages  as  aforesaid  of  all  who  may  have  filed  their 
claims  as  aforesaid,  and  if  they  shall  find  that  the  damages 
sustained  or  likely  to  be  sustained  by  the  said  claimants,  by 
the  appropriation  and  prospective  use  of  said  common  grounds 
as  and  for  public  parks,  shall  exceed  the  benefits  which  it 
may  seem  likely  to  the  viewers  aforesaid  the  said  claimants 
will  derive  therefrom,  they  shall  ascertain  the  amount  thereof 
and  shall  award  the  same  to  the  said  claimants,  and  if  they 
shall  find  that  the  benefits  as  aforesaid  are  equal  to  or  shall 
exceed  the  amount  of  damages  as  aforesaid,  they  shall  award 
nothing  to  the  said  claimant ;  and  the  said  viewers  shall  file  a 
report  of  their  action  with  the  said  clerk  of  Quarter  Sessions, 
which  report  shall  state  the  award  and  finding  of  the  viewers 
in  the  case  of  each  claimant,  and  the  said  report  shall  be  final 
and  conclusive,  without  exception  or  appeal,  and  the  said  city 
of  Allegheny  shall  pay  or  cause  to  be  paid  all  damages  so  as- 
sessed, as  well  as  all  the  court  costs  and  fees  of  said  viewers. 

Sec.  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Select  and  Common 
Councils  of  said  city,  immediately  after  the  passage  of  this 
act,  to  appoint  three  members  of  councils  and  three  other  citi- 
zens of  Allegheny  not  members  of  councils,  who,  with  the 
Mayor  of  said  city,  shall  constitute  a  commission  to  be  known 
as  the  park  commission,  and  in  case  of  the  death  or  resigna- 
tion, or  other  inability  to  serve,  of  any  member  of  said  com- 
mission, the  said  councils  shall  fill  the  vacancy  so  occasioned, 
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and  upon  the  expiration  of  the  official  term  of  the  councilmen 
on  said  commission  they  shall  appoint  other  councilmen  to  fill 
their  places  on  said  commission,  and  in  the  event  of  any  mem- 
ber of  said  commission,  who  at  the  time  of  his  appointment 
may  have  been  a  resident  of  said  city,  removing  his  residence 
therefrom,  such  removal  may,  at  the  option  of  the  said  coun- 
cils, constitute  a  vacancy  in  said  commission,  to  be  filled  by 
said  councils. 

Sec.  4.  The  said  park  commission  shall  organize  by  the 
election  of  one  of  their  number  president  of  the  commission, 
and  the  clerk  of  committees  shall  act  as  secretary,  and  for  any 
services  rendered  by  the  said  commission  under  this  act  they 
shall  not  receive  any  pay  or  emolument. 

Sec  5.  The  said  park  commission  shall  continue  and 
posssess  the  powers  hereinafter  granted  to  them  until  the  en- 
tire completion  of  the  proposed  public  parks,  as  hereinafter 
mentioned,  and  shail  have,  from  the  date  of  their  appointment, 
exclusive  control  in  and  over  all  the  common  grounds  and 
over  all  the  improvements  now  or  hereafter  to  be  made  there- 
on and  all  materials  for  the  same  aud  all  contracts  and  work- 
men employed  in  and  about  the  same ;  they  shall  have  full 
authority  to  procure  plans  and  specifications  for  the  conversion 
of  the  said  grounds  into  public  parks  as  aforesaid,  to  enter 
into  a  contract  or  contracts  for  the  doing  of  the  work  thereof, 
or  any  portion  thereof,  or  for  furnishing  of  material  therefor, 
to  hire  such  employees  as  may  be  necessary,  in  their  estima- 
tion, to  further  the  progress  of  the  said  improvements,  to 
draw  requisitions  on  the  Controller  of  said  city,  as  hereinafter 
provided,  and  they  shall  have  power,  in  the  corporate  name 
of  the  city,  to  enforce,  by  an  action  at  law  or  in  equity,  all 
contracts  and  agreements  made  by  them  under  the  provisions 
of  this  law,  and  the  said  commission  shall  have  the  further 
power  to  make  regulations,  subject  to  the  approval  of  coun- 
cils, for  the  control  of  citizens,  contractors,  workmen  and  all 
others,  in  relation  to  the  said  proposed  improvements,  and  the 
use  of  the  said  grounds  during  the  progress  of  the  work,  and 
the  same  to  enforce  by  penalties,  recoverable  by  summary  con- 
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viction  before  the  Mayor  or  any  alderman  of  said  city,  and  they 
shall  keep  minutes  of  their  proceedings  and  shall  report 
monthly  to  the  said  councils,  and  their  accounts  shall  be 
audited  by  the  city  Controller  ;  Provided,  That  after  plans  and 
specifications  shall  have  been  adopted  by  the  said  commission 
they  shall  present  the  same  to  said  councils,  with  estimates  of 
costs,  for  their  approval,  and  until  the  said  councils  shall  by 
resolution  approve  plans  and  specifications  for  the  making  of 
said  parks,  the  further  powers  of  said  commission,  beyond  the 
procuring  of  other  plans  and  specifications,  shall  be  in  abey- 
ance; And  provided  further,  That  in  no.  event  shall  the  entire 
cost  of  the  said  parks  exceed  the  sum  of  two  hundred  thou- 
sand dollars :  And  provided  further,  That  all  work  done  or 
caused  to  be  done  by  said  commission  under  this  act  shall  be 
by  contract  made  with  the  lowest  and  best  bidder  or  bidders, 
with  good  and  sufficient  security,  due  notice  of  proposals 
for  the  same  having  been  previously  advertised  by  said  com- 
mission. 

Sec.  6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  councils,  from 
time  to  time,  upon  the  requisition  of  said  commission  on  the 
Controller  of  said  city,  to  issue  municipal  bonds,  bearing  in- 
terest not  exceeding  seven  per  centum  per  annum,  to  an 
amount  not  exceeding  two  hundred  thousand  dollars.  The 
said  bonds  shall  mature  yearly,  in  sums  not  exceeding  twenty 
thousand  dollars,  and  the  longest  of  said  bonds  shall  mature  in 
ten  years  from  the  date  of  the  adoption  of  plans  by  said  councils 
as  aforesaid:  they  shall  be  consecutively  numbered  and  shall  be 
designated  "  City  Park  Bonds,"  and  they  shall  be  issued  to 
the  said  commission  by  the  Controller  upon  their  requisition  ; 
Provided,  That  requisitions  for  either  money  or  bonds  made 
by  said  commission  shall  be  accompanied  with  the  affidavit  of 
the  secretary  of  said  commission,  that  work  to  the  amount  of 
said  requisition  has  been  done  and  that  the  amount  of  said 
requisition  is  needed  for  payment  of  the  same. 

Sec.  7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  commission,  or 
a  majority  of  them,  after  being  duly  sworn,  to  assess  an 
amount  equal  to  the  interest  payable  during  the  first  fiscal 
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year  of  the  commission,  and  twenty  thousand  dollars  in  addi- 
tion, upon  all  the  real  estate  within  the  city  limits,  justly  and 
equitably,  in  the  proportion  in  which  said  property  will,  in 
their  estimation,  be  benefited  by  the  making  of  the  said  parks; 
Provided,  That  such  assessments  shall  be  expressed  on  the  foot 
frontage  on  all  common  grounds,  streets,  lanes  and  .alleys  of 
said  city,  and  the  said  commission  shall  file  a  schedule  of  such 
assessment  with  the  city  Treasurer,  and  shall  give  notice,  by 
advertisement  for  one  week,  that  they  will  sit  in  appeal  to  re- 
vise said  assessments  on  a  certain  day,  and  the  said  commis- 
sion shall,  after  such  hearing,  finally  adopt  said  schedule,  with 
such  amendments  as  they  may  see  proper  to  make,  and  when 
said  schedule  shall  have  been  so  adopted,  the  same  shall  be 
final  and  conclusive,  without  exception  or  appeal,  and  said 
assessments  shall  be  payable  to  the  city  Treasurer ;  Provided, 
that  said  commission  may  have  power  to  make  an  allowance 
to  private  individuals  for  any  expenditure  made  by  them 
which  may  be  used  in  the  general  plan  of  improvement,  such 
allowance  subject  to  the  approval  of  council  of  said  city. 

Sec.  8.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Recording  Regulator 
to  furnish  to  the  commission,  as  speedily  as  possible  after  their 
organization,  plans,  on  a  large  scale,  of  the  entire  city,  with 
the  lots  and  their  sizes  marked  on  them,  with  the  names  of 
their  respecive  owners,  as  far  as  the  same,  can  be  ascertained  ' 
from  the  general  assessment  books  of  the  said  city,  or  other- 
wise, and  where  the  names  of  owners  are  unknown  the  lots 
shall  be  so  marked  on  the  plan.  For  his  services  under  this 
section  the  said  Regulator  shall  be  entitled  to  such  compensa- 
tion as  the  said  commission  may  deem  just  to  be  paid,  as 
hereinafter  provided. 

Sec.  ii.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  of  said  city, 
each  and  eveiy  year  thereafter,  until  the  said  bonds  and  inter- 
est shall  have  been  fully  paid,  to  make  an  assessment,  on  the 
basis  of  the  said  schedule,  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  twenty 
thousand  dollars,  and  the  interest  for  the  year  on  all  ot  the 
said  bonds  outstanding,  and  the  said  assessments  shall  be  paid 
to  the  said  Treasurer. 

Sec    10.     All    moneys    received  by  said  Treasurer    from 
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said  assessments  shall  be  kept  separate  and  apart  from  all 
other  moneys  of  the  city  and  shall  be  applied  to  the  redemp- 
tion of  the  said  bonds  maturing  during  the  year  the  moneys 
were  received,  if  any,  and  to  the  payment  of  interest  on  said 
bonds  outstanding,  and  if  there  be  none  of  the  said  bonds  ma- 
turing in  any  year  or  years  when  such  moneys  shall  have  been 
received,  or  if  the  sum  of  the  said  bonds  so  maturing  in  any 
year  or  years  shall  be  less  than  twenty  thousand  dollars,  then 
the  whole  of  said  sum  of  twenty  thousand  dollars,  or  so  much 
thereof  as  may  remain  after  paying  the  said  bonds,  maturing 
during  the  year,  shall  be  paid  to  the  said  commission  on  their 
requisition  on  the  Controller  of  said  city. 

Sec.  11.  All  bonds  and  moneys  received  by  said  com- 
mission shall  be  strictly  and  faithfully  applied  to  the  payment 
of  contractors,  material,  men,  workmen  and  employees,  et 
cetera,  in  and  about  the  making  of  the  said  parks,  and  in  no 
other  way,  Provided.  That  all  incidental  expenses  of  the  com- 
mission for  draughtsmen,  plans,  Regulator's  services,  et  cetera, 
shall  be  paid  out  of  the  said  assessments  for  the  first  year,  as 
aforesaid;  And  provided  further,  That  the  payments  to  be 
made  by  the  said  commission,  in  any  manner,  shall  not  mature 
in  greater  amounts  than  twenty  thousand  dollars  in  any  one 
year,  exclusive  of  interest. 

Sec  12.  The  schedule  and  assessments  so  made,  as 
aforesaid,  shall  be  and  remain  prior  liens  on  the  property  on 
which  the  same  may  be  assessed  until  fully  paid  and  satisfied, 
and  shall  not  be  divested  by  any  judicial  sale,  except  for  so 
much  as  the  proceeds  of  such  sale  shall  satisfy  and  pay. 

Sec.  13.  When  any  assessment  shall  remain  unpaid  for 
thirty  days  after  it  shall  by  public  notice  be  made  payable,  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  city  Solicitor  to  file  in  the  District 
Court,  or  Court  of  Common  Pleas,  a  statement  of  the  said 
claims  against  the  property  assessed,  containing  a  description 
of  the  lot  so  assessed,  and  the  same  shall  be  recoverable  by 
scire  facias  in  the  corporate  name  of  said  city  as  debts  secured 
by  mortgage  are  now  by  law  recoverable. 

Sec  14.     Where  the  names  of  owners  of  lots  so  assessed 
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are  unknown,  the  statement  and  scire  facias  shall  issue  against 
unknown  owner,  and  shall  be  proceeded  with  in  the  same 
manner  as  though  the  name  of  the  real  owner  was  set  forth 
in  the  said  writ,  and  no  writ  shall  abate  by  reason  of  the  de- 
fendant being  wrongfully  named,  or  misnamed;  Provided, 
That  the  name  in  the  writ  shall  correspond  with  the  name  of 
the  owner  of  the  said  lot  so  assessed  on  the  general  assessment 
books  of  the  City  of  Allegheny.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Sheriff  to  post  two  copies  of  the  writ  of  scire  facias  on  the 
property  on  or  before  the  return  day  of  the  writ  and  two 
copies  of  any  writ  of  levari  facias  which  may  be  issued  on 
judgment  obtained  on  any  writ  of  scire  facias  issued  under  this 
act  at  least  twenty  days  before  the  day  of  sale,  and  when  any 
writ  of  scire  facias  shall  be  returned  nihil  made  service  of  the 
alias  writ  shall  be  by  posting  two  copies  of  the  writ  on  the 
lot  described  in  the  statement,  with  the  same  effect  as  though 
personal  service  thereof  had  been  made. 

Sec  15.  "Where  the  defendant  in  any  such  writ  of  scire 
facias  may  be  a  public  corporation,  the  writ  of  execution  to  be 
issued  on  any  judgment  obtained  thereon  shall  be  a  writ  of 
fieri  facias,  by  virtue  cf  which  the  Sheriff  may  levy  upon  any 
personal  property,  goods,  chattels,  moneys  or  effects  of  the 
said  corporation. 

Sec.  16.  "When  the  said  public  parks  shall  be  completed  in 
all  parts  they  shall  pass  immediately  under  and  be  subject  to 
the  exclusive  control  of  said  councils,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  said  councils  to  keep  the  same  in  good  and  thorough 
condition  out  of  the  general  funds  of  said  city,  and  as  soon 
thereafter  as  the  affairs  of  the  said  commission  can  be  wound 
up  and  closed  the  powers  of  the  said  commission  shall  expire. 

Sec  17.  All  acts  and  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  herewith 
are  hereby  repealed.

AN    ACT 

Authorizing  th?  sale  of  the  Allegheny  City  Poor  Farm,  and  to  purchase 
another  farm  for  the  same  purpose. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania,  in  General  As- 
sembly met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same, 
That  the  Directors  of  the  Poor  of  the  City  of  Allegheny, 
are  hereby  authorized  and  empowered,  in  the  name  of  the 
Mayor,  Aldermen  and  citizens  of  said  city,  to  sell  and  convey 
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the  farm  or  site,  or  any  part  or  parts  of  the  same,  now  owned 
and  occupied  as  the  Allegheny  City  Poor  Farm,  and  to  make, 
execute  and  deliver  their  deed  or  deeds  of  conveyance  to  the 
party  or  parties  purchasing  the  same,  vesting  in  them  the  title 
to  the  same. 

Sec  2.  That  the  said  Directors  of  the  Poor  shall  and  may 
receive,  take  and  hold,  in  the  name  and  manner  as  aforesaid, 
any  lands,  tenements  or  hereditaments,  and  any  goods  or  chat- 
tels whatsoever  of  the  gift,  alienation  or  bequest  of  any  per- 
son or  persons  whatsoever,  to  be  applied  to  the  support  and 
employment  of  the  poor  of  said  city,  and  to  purchase,  take 
and  hold,  in  the  name  and  for  use  as  aforesaid,  another  farm 
or  site,  or  any  lands  or  tenements  within  the  county  of  Alle- 
gheny, in  fee  simple  or  otherwise,  and  erect  thereon  suitable 
buildings  for  the  reception,  employment,  support,  use  and  ac- 
commodation of  the  poor  of  said  city ;  to  provide  all  things 
necessary  for  the  reception,  lodging  and  maintenance  and  em- 
ployment of  said  poor. 

Sec  3.  That  the  said  directors,  or  a  majority  of  them,  are 
empowered,  in  selling  and  transferring  the  property  as  au- 
thorized by  this  act,  to  receive,  take  aud  hold,  in  the  name 
and  for  use  as  aforesaid,  bonds  and  mortgages  to  secure  pay- 
ment of  the  purchase  money  and  to  satisfy  of  record  the  same 
when  fully  paid ;  and  further,  in  purchasing  a  new  farm  or 
site,  as  herein  authorized,  to  execute,  make  and  deliver,  in 
manner  aforesaid,  their  bond  and  mortgage,  to  secure  the  pur- 
chase money  to  the  party  or  parties  conveying,  which  shall  be 
good  and  valid  in  law  as  other  mortgages  are. 

Sec  4.  That  the  money  realized  from  the  sale  of  property 
authorized  by  this  act  shall  be  appropriated  to  the  purchase 
and  payment  of  the  new  farm  or  site,  erection  of  buildings 
upon  the  same,  et  cetera,  as  aforesaid,  after  which,  if  there  re- 
mains a  surplus  of  funds  in  the  hands  of  said  directors,  they 
shall  pay  the  same  into  the  city  treasury,  to  be  employed  and 
used  for  city  purposes. 

Sec  5.  That  all  acts  of  said  directors,  in  any  subject,  mat- 
ter or  enactment,  as  aforesaid,  shall  be  submitted  to  councils 
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for  their  approval,  and  upon  such  approval,  shall  be  binding 
and  of  full  force  and  effect,  according  to  the  true  intent  and 
meaning  of  this  act. 

Sec.  6.  That  so  much  of  any  act  of  Assembly  inconsistent 
herewith  is  hereby  repealed  as  to  the  subjects  and  enactments 
aforesaid.

Authorizing  the  School  Board  of  the  Fourth  Ward,  in  the  Allegheny  City 
School  District,  to  close  up  their  Bounty  business  and  to  use  surplus 
Bounty  Money  for  the  purpose  of  purchasing  ground  and  erecting  a  new 
School  House  in  said  ward,  and  to  borrow  twenty  thousand  dollars  for  the 
purpose  aforesaid. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives of  the  Commonivealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  As- 
sembly met  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same, 
That  the  Board  of  School  Directors  of  the  Fourth  Ward  in, 
Allegheny  City  are  hereby  empowered  and  authorized,  after 
first  having  given  notice,  by  publication  for  fifteen  days  in  two 
daily  papers  of  the  county  of  Allegheny,  of  their  readiness  to 
pay  all  balances  ot  bounty  funds  in  their  hands  which  may  be 
due  the  subscribers  to  the  bounty  fund  of  said  ward,  to  appro- 
priate and  use  all  such  moneys  remaining  in  their  possession, 
after  the  publication  of  said  notice,  for  the  purpose  of  pur- 
chasing ground  for  and  erecting  a  new  school  house  in  said 
ward ;  and  the  said  Board  of  School  Directors  of  the  said 
Fourth  Ward  in  Allegheny  City,  and  the  Fourth  Ward,  Alle- 
gheny City,  shall  be  acquitted  and  released  from  the  payment 
or  reimbursement  of  all  monies  subscribed  to  the  bounty  fund 
of  said  ward,  or  from  any  liability  therefor,  unless  the  parties 
to  whom  the  said  monies  are  due  shall  have  presented  their 
claims  and  made  demand  for  payment  thereof,  of  the  said 
Board  of  Directors  or  some  member  thereof,  within  and  before 
the  expiration  of  the  fifteen  days'  notice  hereinbefore  required. 

Sec  2.  That  the  Board  of  School  Directors  of  the  Fourth 
Ward  in  Allegheny  City  are  hereby  authorized  and  empow- 
ered to  and  in  behalf  of  said  Board  of  School  Directors  of 
said  Fourth  Ward,  and  said  Ward,  to  borrow  the  sum  of 
twenty  thousand  dollars,  to  be  used  and  applied  in  purchasing 
grounds  for  and  erecting  a  new  school  house  in  said  ward, 
upon  such  terms  and  conditions  and  at  such  rates  of  interest, 
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not  exceeding  eight  per  centum  per  annum,  as  the  School  Di- 
rectors of  the  said  Fourth  "Ward  may  deem  best,  and  to  issue 
therefor,  in  behalf  of  and  for  said  Board  of  Directors  and 
"Ward,  proper  certificates  of  indebtedness. 

Sec.  3.  That  the  collectors  of  bounty  tax  of  the  said 
Fourth  "Ward  in  the  City  of  Allegheny  are  hereby  authorized 
and  empowered  to  collect  all  unpaid  bounty  taxes  remaining 
unpaid  on  the  duplicates  of  the  said  Fourth  "Ward  and  to  pay 
the  same  into  the  treasury  of  said  "Ward ;  Provided,  That  the 
said  Board  of  Directors  shall  have  power  to  exonerate  and  ex- 
empt from  the  payment  of  bounty  tax  all  persons  in  indigent 
circumstances,  in  addition  to  those  who  are  now  exempt  by 
law;  Provided  further,  That  all  bounty  taxes  hereafter  col- 
lected on  the  said  duplicates  shall  be  appropriated  for  the  pur- 
chase of  grounds  and  the  erection  of  a  new  school  house,  as 
hereinbefore  provided,  in  section  one  of  this  act.

A  FURTHER  SUPPLEMENT 

To  an  Act  to  Incorporate  the  Pittsburgh,  Allegheny  and  Manchester  Pas- 
senger Railway  Company,  authorizing  said  Company  to  change  certain 
parts  of  its  route,  to  subscribe  for  stock  in  a  new  Bridge,  and  to  have 
Viewers  appointed  to  fix  compensation  for  Crossing  Bridges. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  $c,  That  the  Pittsburgh,  Alle- 
gheny and  Manchester  Passenger  Railway  Company,  having 
first  obtained  the  assent  of  the  City  Councils  in  either  the 
cities  of  Pittsburgh  and  Allegheny,  in  which  such  change  is 
proposed  to  be  made,  shall  have  authority  to  extend  a  single 
or  double  track  along  Lacock  street  to  Sandusky,  along  San- 
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dusky  street  from  North  avenue  to  the  Allegheny  river,  in  the 
city  of  Allegheny,  and  to  cross  a  bridge,  if  one  be  erected,  at 
the  mouth  of  Sandusky  street,  and  along  Irwin  street  across 
Liberty,  and  along  Sixth  street  to  Smithfield,  and  along  Smith- 
field  street  to  the  Custom  House,  in  the  city  of  Pittsburgh, 
and  along  any  other  street  or  streets  where  the  consent  of  the 
City  Councils  can  be  procured. 

Sec.  2.  That  said  passenger  railway  company,  having  first 
obtained  the  assent  of  at  least  three-fourths  of  the  stockhold- 
ers, may  subscribe  to  the  capital  stock  of  any  bridge,  across 
the  Allegheny  river,  hereafter  to  be  erected,  and  which,  by 
agreement  between  said  companies,  may  be  used  by  said  rail- 
way in  crossing  said  river,  any  amount  of  its  capital  stock, 
not  exceeding  fifty  thousand  dollars,  and  to  issue  bonds  in  pay- 
ment for  such  subscription. 

Sec.  3.  That  in  case  said  railway  company  shall  not  be 
able  to  agree  with  any  bridge  company,  in  regard  to  the 
amount  of  compensation  to  be  paid  to  any  company  for  the 
use  thereof,  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas  of  Allegheny  county 
shall  appoint  viewers  to  fix  the  rate  of  compensation  for  the 
use  of  such  bridge,  subject  to  all  the  provisions  of  the  act  reg- 
ulating the  appointment  of  viewers  under  the  general  rail- 
road laws.

To  Regulate  the  Rate  of  Fare  ou  certain  Passenger  Railroads  in  the  County 
of  Allegheny. 

Section  1.     Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  As- 
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sembly  met  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same, 
That  all  passenger  railroads  in  the  county  of  Allegheny,  ex- 
cept the  Oakland  Railway  Company  and  the  Pittsburgh  and 
Minersville  Passenger  Railroad  Company,  in  lieu  of  existing 
rates  of  six  cents  fare  for  each  passenger,  as  now  charged, 
shall  hereafter  be  required  to  sell,  at  each  of  their  principal 
offices,  packages  of  tickets,  not  less  than  ten  each,  for  fifty 
cents  per  package ;  and  that  the  conductors  shall  be  and  are 
hereby  authorized  to  demand  and  receive,  from  each  passen- 
ger not  provided  with  a  ticket,  six  cents  for  each  ride.

AN    ACT 

For  tbe  better  regulation  of  Public  Halls  and  places  of  Amusement  in  the 
cities  of  Philadelphia,  Pittsburgh  and  Allegheny. 

.Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  $c,  That  from  and  after  the  pas- 
sage of  this  act,  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  the  owners  or  les.-ees 
of  any  public  hall  or  place  of  amusement  in  the  city  of  Phila- 
delphia to  obstruct,  or  allow  to  be  obstructed  by  others,  any 
of  the  aisles  or  passage  ways  in  the  auditorium  of  said  halls 
or  places  of  amusement,  by  placing  therein  any  benches, 
chairs,  stools,  or  other  articles  that  may  prevent  free  egress  or 
ingress  during  the  hours  that  said  places  may  be  open  to  the 
public. 

Sec.  2.  That  said  owners,  lessees,  or  their  agents,  are 
hereby  required  to  keep  open,  at  all  hours  during  the  time 
said  halls  or  places  of  amusement  are  open  to  the  public,  all 
doors  giving  means  of  ingress  or  egress,  unless  said  doors  open 
outwards  from  said  places,  then  the  same  may  be  closed ;  but 
no  hindrance,  such  as  locks,  or  catches  of  any  kind,  shall  be 
allowed  to  obstruct,  or  prevent  instant  and  easy  egress  through

the  same  ;  and  when  said  doors  open  inwards,  it  is  required  of 
said  owners  or  lessees  that  the  same  be  fasteued  securely  and 
firmly  open. 

Sec.  8.  That  in  addition  to  the  other  requirements  of  this 
act,  the  owners  and  lessees  of  the  Arch  street  Theatre,  Wal- 
nut street  Theatre,  Chestnut  street  Theatre,  Academy  of  Mu- 
sic, and building-,  formerly  known  as  the  City  Museum, 

now  German  Theatre,  four  hundred  and  twenty-one,  Callow- 
hill  street,  in  said  city,  are  required,  at  all  hours  during-  the 
time  said  places  are  open  to  the  public,  to  keep  attached  to  a 
plug,  or  water  attachment,  to  be  furnished  by  them  for  that 
purpose,  sufficient  hose,  of  the  size  used  by  the  fire  compa- 
nies of  said  city,  to  extend  to  the  furthest  limits  of  said 
places  of  amusement,  and  that  said  hose  shall  be  kept,  at  all 
times  during  the  said  hours,  for  immediate  use. 

Sec.  4.  That  a  penalty  of  five  hundred  dollars  be  imposed 
upon  any  owners  or  lessees,  of  any  said  public  halls  or  places 
of  amusement,  who  may  at  any  time  violate  any  of  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act,  to  be  recovered  in  like  manner  as  penalties 
for  violation  of  any  law  are  now  enforced  in  the  city  of  Phil- 
adelphia. 

Sec.  5.  That  the  building  inspectors  of  the  city  of  Phila- 
delphia are  hereby  authorized  and  required  to  carry  out  the 
provisions  of  this  act,  and  shall,  on  complaint  of  any  citizen 
of  said  city,  of  the  violation  of  any  of  its  provisions,  bring 
suit  for  the  recovery  of  the  penalty  imposed  for  said  violation ; 
and  one-half  of  said  penalty,  when  enforced,  to  be  paid  to  the 
informer  and  one-half  to  the  treasurer  of  the  fund  for  the  re- 
lief of  disabled  firemen,  for  the  benefit  of  said  fund. 

Sec.  G.  That  all  the  provisions  of  the  above  act  shall  also 
apply  to  the  cities  of  Pittsburgh  and  Allegheny.

To  Incorporate  the  Sandusky  and  Irwin  Street  Bridge  Company. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania,  in  General  As- 
sembly met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same, 
That  W.  M.  Claney,  Joshua  Rhodes,  J.  Willis  Dalzell,  Simon 
Drum,  Alfred  Slack,  Capt.  R.  D.  Cochran,  James  Rynd  Bate- 
man,  Geo.  Harry  Metzgar,  John  Birmingham,  John  B.  Liv- 
ingstone and  Augustus  Hartjie,  all  of  the  county  of  Allegheny, 
their  associates  and  successors,  be  and  they  are  hereby  de- 
clared a  body  corporate  and  politic,  in  deed  and  in  law,  by  the 
name,  style  and  title  of  the  Sandusky  and  Irwin  Street  Bridge 
Company,  and  as  such  shall  have  the  right,  privilege  and  pow- 
ers to  erect,  construct  and  maintain  a  bridge,  beginning  at  the 
foot  of  Sandusky  street,  in  the  city  of  Allegheny,  and  termi- 
nating at  the  foot  of  Irwin  street,  in  the  city  of  Pittsburgh,  or 
at  any  point  between  the  above  streets  and  the  site  of  the  St. 
Clair  Street  Wire  Suspension  Bridge,  for  the  use,  passage  and 
accommodation  of  passengers,  travelers,  stock,  vehicles,  &c, 
and  by  that  name  shall  have  perpetual  succession,  and  shall 
be  able  to  sue  and  be  sued,  and  shall  have  a  common  seal, 
with  the  power  to  alter  the  same  at  pleasure,  and.  shall  have 
the  right  to  make  by-laws  for  the  government  and  control  of 
said  corporation,  and  shall  have  the  right  generally  to  do  all 
and  singular  the  matter  and  things  which  to  them  shall  law- 
fully appertain  to  do,  for  the  well  being,  due  ordering  and 
management  of  the  affairs  of  the  same. 

Sec  2.  The  said  corporators  hereinbefore  named  shall 
meet  at  the  office  of  Wm,  M.  Claney,  in  the  city  oi  Pittsburgh, 
on  the  third  Monday  of  March,  Anno  Domini  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  sixty-seven,  at  four  o'clock  P.  M.,  and  shall 
then  and  there  proceed  to  organize  said  company,  by  the  elec- 
tion of  such  officers  as  the  general  laws  regulating  bridge 
companies  provide;  and  the  term  of  office,  time  and  manner 
of  re-election,  duties,  privileges  and  qualifications  shall  be  and 
they  are  hereby  made  subject  to  and  controlled  by  the  afore- 
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said  general  law  regulating  bridge  companies,  with  its  several 
supplements,  also,  have  the  power  to  issue  bonds  to  the 
amount  of  one  hundred  thousand  dollars,  at  a  rate  of  interest 
not  exceeding  eight  per  cent. 

Sec  3.  That  the  capital  stock  of  said  bridge  company 
shall  be  twc  hundred  thousand  dollars,  to  be  divided  into  two 
thousand  shares  of  one  hundred  dollars  each,  with  power  to 
increase  the  same,  if  necessary,  to  an  amount  sufficient  for  the 
erection  of  said  bridge. 

Sec  4.  And  in  the  erection  of  this  bridge  the  company 
shall  not  build,  or  erect,  any  greater  number  of  piers  than 
now  used  by  Hand  Street  Bridge  Company  or  the  Pittsburgh, 
Fort  Wayne  aud  Chicago  Railway  Bridge. 

Sec  5.  That  the  said  company  shall  be  subject  to  all  the 
provisions,  restrictions,  et  cetera,  of  an  act  regulating  bridge 
companies,  approved  the  twelfth  day  of  April,  Anno  Domini 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  lifty-flve,  with  its  several 
supplements,  so  far  as  not  inconsistent  with  this  act,  and  all 
the  penalties,  rights  and  immunities  imposed  and  conferred  by 
the  same  are  hereby  made  applicable  to  the  company  hereby 
incorporated  and  the  bridge  hereinbefore  named.

To  Incorporate  the  Allegheny  Widows'  Home  Association. 

"Whereas,  A  number  of  benevolent  ladies  of  Allegheny 
City  have  associated  themselves  for  the  establishment  and 
management  of  an  institution  for  respectable  widows,  elderly 
maidens  aud  aged  maimed  people,  wbo,  by  sickness  or  mis- 
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fortune,  have  been  reduced  to  poverty,  the  design  being  to 
alleviate  their  sorrowful  lot,  by  affording  them  shelter  and  a 
home,  at  a  merely  nominal  cost ;  and  the  said  persons  have 
applied  for  an  act  of  incorporation,  whereby  they  may  better 
accomplish  their  humane  purposes  ;  therefore 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Bepre- 
sentatives  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  As- 
sembly met  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same, 
That  Mrs.  Wm.  Robinson,  junior,  Mrs.  F.  R.  Bruno,  Mrs.  R. 
S.  Hays,  Mrs.  M.  R.  Trevor,  Mrs.  E.  E.  Breading,  Mrs.  John 
Patterson,  Mrs.  C.  G-.  Hussey,  Miss  Athalia  Cooper,  Miss 
Clara  Childs,  Mrs.  Allen  Kramer,  Mrs.  Walter  Bryant,  Mrs. 
R.  D.  Thompson,  Mrs.  R.  W.  Poindexter,  Mrs.  M.  L.  Lowry, 
Mrs.  R.  II.  Palmer,  Mrs.  I.  T.  Jennings,  Mrs.  Hoag,  Miss 
Jane  Tassey,  Miss  Morrison,  Miss  Puse}%  Miss  Belle  Fleming 
and  Miss  Bell,  of  the  State  of  Pennsylvania,  and  such  other 
females  as  may  be  associated  with  them,  and  their  successors, 
be  and  are  hereby  constituted  a  body  corporate  and  politic,  in 
fact  and  in  law,  by  the  name  of  the  Allegheny  Widows'  Home 
Association,  and  by  that  name  shall  have  perpetual  succession, 
may  sue  and  be  sued,  may  have  and  use  a  common  seal,  and 
alter  or  change  the  same  at  pleasure,  and  shall  be  capable  to 
accept  and  take,  by  devise,  grant,  bargain,  sale,  or  otherwise, 
any  estate  or  property,  real  or  personal,  and  the  same  to  hold 
and  enjoy,  or  to  sell  and  convey,  lease  or  mortgage,  as  fully 
and  absolutely,  in  all  respects,  as  a  natural  person  might  do ; 
Provided,  however,  That  the  annual  clear  income  of  the  estates 
and  property  of  said  corporation,  exclusive  of  the  lands  and 
tenements  occupied  by  the  recipients  of  its  benefits,  shall  not 
exceed  the  sum  of  five  thousand  dollars. 

Sec.  2.  That  this  corporation  shall  have  for  its  object  to 
provide  homes  for  poor  and  worthy  widows,  maiden  women 
and  aged  persons,  with  the  sick,  or  children  dependent  upon 
them,  who  may  be  deemed  proper  recipients  of  such  aid  and 
encouragement  to  their  efforts  for  self-support. 

Sec.  3.  That  the  persons  named  herein,  or  who  shall  here- 
after be  associated  with  them,  in  accordance  with  the  terms  of 
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their  constitution  or  fundamental  laws  which  said  corporation 
is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  enact,  shall  have  the 
care  and  management  of  its  estates  and  properties,  and  of  the 
home  or  homes  to  be  established,  and  shall  have  power  to 
make  all  necessary  by-laws  and  regulations,  and  for  the  ap- 
pointment of  committees,  or  care  takers,  of  their  institutions, 
and  to  make  rules  and  regulations  for  the  reception  and  con- 
duct of  the  inmates,  and  to  enforce  the  same,  and  to  provide 
for  the  general  well  being  of  said  institution  and  the  recipi- 
ents of  its  benefits;  Provided,  That  said  by-laws  and  regula- 
tions shall  not  be  inconsistent  with  the  laws  of  Pennsylvania 
and  of  the  United  States. 

Sec  4.  That  no  misnomer  or  incomplete  designation  of 
said  corporation,  in  any  deed,  will  or  grant,  or  instrument  of 
writing,  shall  vitiate  or  defeat  the  same,  but  they  shall  take 
effect  in  the  same  manner  as  if  the  said  corporation  were 
rightfully  named  therein  ;  Provided,  The  said  corporation  be 
sufficiently  indicated  to  show  the  intention  of  the  parties. 

Sec.  5.  That  the  ground,  buildings  and  property  of  said 
corporation  which  may  be  occupied  for  its  uses  and  purposes, 
herein  indicated,  shall  be  free  from  taxation  while  so  occupied. 

Sec  6.  That  the  Legislature  shall  have  power  to  revoke 
or  amend  this  act,  if  it  shall  become  injurious  to  the  citizens 
of  the  Commonwealth  or  the  association  shall  not  be  con- 
ducted for  the  objects  set  forth  therein.

ORDINANCES. 


AN  ORDINANCE 


Levying  a  City,  Foor  and  Business  Tax  for  the  year  1867,  and  appropriating 
the  Revenue  arising  therefrom. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  and  enacted  by  the  Select  and  Com- 
mon Councils  of  the  City  of  Allegheny,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by 
the  authority  of  the  same,  That  there  shall  be  assessed,  levied 
and  collected  from  the  persons,  professions,  trades  and  prop- 
erty in  and  of  the  city  of  Allegheny  made  taxable,  a  tax  of 
twelve  (12)  mills  on  the  dollar,  on  the  county  assessment,  for 
the  use  of  the  city  aforesaid.  Also  three  (3)  mills  on  the  dol- 
lar, for  the  support  of  the  poor  of  the  city.  Also  there  is 
hereby  assessed  and  levied  for  the  present  year  a  tax  of  one 
(1)  mill  on  the  dollar,  for  the  use  of  the  city,  upon  the  amount 
of  annual  sales  of  all  goods,  wares  and  merchandise,  and  upon 
all  articles  of  trade  and  commerce  sold  in  the  city,  whether 
sold  by  auction  or  otherwise.  Providing  all  persons  whose 
sales  do  not  amount  to  $1000  shall  be  exempt,  and  providing, 
water  rents,  except  by  meter  measure,  be  reduced  20  per  cent., 
the  same  to  be  collected  as  other  city  taxes  are  or  may  be  col- 
lected, or  as  the  same  is  now  collectable. 

Sec.  2.     The  rates  of  license  charged  upon  all  carts,  drays, 
wagons  and  other  vehicles  passing  through  the  city,  shall  be 
as  follows : 
For  each  and  every  wagon,  cart,  car,  dray,  buggy  or 

carriage  drawn  by  one  horse,  the  sum  of * $  5  00 
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For  each  and  every  one  of  the  above  named  vehicles 

drawn  by  two  horses,  the  sura  of 8  00 

For  each  of  the  above  drawn  by  four  horses,  the  sum  of  10  00 
For  each  and  every  hack  drawn  by  two  horses,  the  sum 

of 10  00 

For  each  and  every  omnibus  or  timber  wheels  drawn 

by  two  horses,  the  sum  of 12  00 

For  each  additional  horse  attached  to  any  of  the  above 

named  vehicles,  the  sum  of 1  00 

Sec  3.  That  the  receipts  from  wharfage  be  and  they  are 
hereby  appropriated — first,  to  the  payment  of  the  interest 
upon  the  bonds  issued  for  the  improvement  of  the  wharf,  and 
such  balance  of  said  receipts  as  may  not  be  required  for  that 
purpose  shall  be  set  aside  and  invested,  under  the  directions  of 
the  councils  of  said  city,  as  a  fund  for  the  redemption  and  pay- 
ment of  said  bonds  at  maturity.  Said  appropriation  to  be 
styled  No.  15. 

Sec.  4.  That  the  receipts  from  the  sale  of  "Wharf  Improve- 
ment Bonds  shall  be  appropriated  to  the  permanent  improve- 
ment of  the  wharf,  and  said  appropriation  shall  be  No.  16. 

Sec.  5.  The  receipts  into  the  treasury  arising  from  taxes, 
water  rents,  markets,  fines,  forfeitures,  licenses,  and  all  other 
sources,  together  with  all  moneys  in  the  hands  of  the  Treas- 
urer not  otherwise  appropriated,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby 
appropriated  for  the  following  purposes :

Be  it  ordained  and  enacted  by  the  Select  and  Com- 
mon Councils  of  the  City  of  Allegheny,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by 
the  auihortty  of  the  same,  The  following  ratea  shall  be  charged 
and  collected :  Flats  containing  coal,  brick,  sand,  stone,  tire- 
clay,  gravel,  &c,  fifty  cents  per  day  for  loading  or  unloading ; 
oil  flats  or  boats,  six  cents  per  ton,  custom  house  measurement, 
per  day;  oil,  landed  at  the  wharf  in  barrels,  one  cent  per  bar- 
rel for  the  first  forty-eight  hours  or  less,  and  one  and  a  half 
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cents  per  barrel  for  each  twenty- four  hours  thereafter ;  all  keel 
boats  loading  or  unloading  at  the  wharf,  six  cents  per  ton  per 
day  or  less,  custom  house  measurement;  steam  boats  landing 
at  the  wharf,  loading  or  unloading,  six  cents  per  ton  per  day 
or  less,  custom  house  measurement ;  boats  laid  up  on  the 
wharf,  not  loading  or  unloading,  four  cents  per  ton  per  month, 
custom  house  measurement ;  flats  or  flat  boats  lying  at  the 
wharf,  not  loading  or  unloading,  twenty-five  cents  per  day ; 
lumber  (board  measure)  drawn  on  the  wharf,  five  cents  per 
thousand  ;  shingles,  two  cents  per  thousand ;  headings,  staves 
and  hoop-poles,  eight  cents  per  thousand ;  spars,  eight  cents 
per  thousand  feet,  lineal  measure ;  round  or  hewed  logs,  thirty 
cents  per  thousand  feet,  lineal  measure,  for  the  first  three  days 
or  less,  and  eight  cents  per  one  thousand  feet  per  day  there- 
after ;  boards  or  plank  (board  measure)  landing  at  the  wharf, 
and  not  drawn,  one  and  a  half  cents  per  one  thousand  feet  for 
the  first  seventy-two  hours  or  less,  and  one  cent  per  one  thou- 
sand feet  for  every  twenty-four  hours  thereafter ;  metal  of  all 
kinds,  six  cents  per  ton  for  seventy-two  hours  or  less ;  rail 
road  iron,  and  all  other  kinds  of  iron,  ten  cents  per  ton  for 
seventy-two  hours  or  less. 

Sec.  2.  The  committee  on  wharves  and  landings  shall  have 
power  to  fix  special  rates  for  the  storing  of  iron,  stone  and 
such  articles,  on  the  wharf,  in  such  places  as  shall  not  interfere 
with  the  public  use  of  the  wharf.

Shed  roofs  over  kitchens,  or  brick  buildings  where  the  roof 
projects  to  the  floor,  shall  be  assessed  seventy-five  cents. 

Large  rooms,  equal  in  size  to  two  common  rooms,  shall  be 
assessed  as  two  rooms,  at  the  discretion  of  the  Assessor. 

Taverns,  hotels,  drinking  saloons,  livery  stables  and  cotton 
factories,  breweries,  tanneries,  foundries,  engine  shops,  and  all 
other  places  where  steam  is  used  shall  be  charged  special  rates, 
to  be  fixed  by  the  Water  Committee,  except  where  supplied 
by  meter  measure ;  then  the  rate  shall  be  twelve  cents  per 
thousand  gallons.

city,  the  sum  of  not  less  than  three  (3)  or  more  than  five  (5) 
dollars,  depending  on  the  amount  of  labor  required.  He  shall 
also  have  entered  and  protracted  in  a  suitable  book,  and  upon 
the  plot  of  the  square  to  which  it  may  belong,  a  correct  plot 
or  diagram  of  every  lot  that  may  be  hereafter  regulated,  and 
record  the  name  of  the  owner  or  person  requesting  such  reg- 
ulation.
